If you mention “The Man” in connection with 


motocross racing, 


you can only 


mean 


Belgium’s Roger DeCoster. He’s been Belgian 
National Champion nine times, Motocross des 


Nations overall winner six times, 
Trans-AMA MX Series overall 
winner four times, and he has 
received the Trophy of Merit for 


Sports in 1974, awarded by Belgian’s 
King Baudouin. Five-time 500cc MX 
Champion (1971, 1972, 1973, 1975, 
1976), DeCoster has done as much or 
more than any other single person for 
the sport of motocross racing in 
America. His talent and style, as well 
as his charm off the track and his 
willingness to sign autographs for 
hours at a time, gained him thousands 
of fans in this country. 

DeCoster has been competing in the 
U.S. since 1967 when he came over for 
CZ for the original Inter-Am series. 
His first ride in southern California 
was at Hopetown. He switched to 
Suzuki in 1971 and won his, and their, 
first World Championship that year. 
His nare has been synonymous with 
Suzuki since then. 

If the USGP could have been won 
on popularity alone, he would have 
been the victor several times. But bad 
luck has always plagued him at 
Carlsbad. Injuries have set him back 
at the beginning of the season for two 
years now, and DeCoster has said. that 
this will be his last year of Grand Prix 
competition. 


The Man's third placing in the 1978 
500cc World Championship MX 
Series was nothing short of 
phenomenal. In February of last year 
while riding in a practice session, he 
crashed and suffered a ruptured 
spleen. Only immediate surgery arid 
his superb physical condition saved 
DeCoster. Life signs ceased, then were 
brought back. Following surgery on 
the spleen, ruptured in five places, 
DeCoster remained on the critical list 
for 24 hours. The attending physician 
was amazed, and he commented that a 
less fit man certainly would not have 
survived. Yet, less than seven weeks 
later, DeCoster was back in 
competition at the Easter Trophy 
Race! 

And that wasn’t his first brush with 
death. In 1966, DeCoster ruptured a 
kidney in a racing accident. He wasn't 
expected to return to competition 
then, yet four months later, he was 
back on the track. 

. As much as the fans want to see an 
American rider win the Grand Prix, 
many would be equally elated to see 
The Man front and center on the 
victor’s podium at the end of the day. 
Particularly since that will be the final 
time they'll ever see DeCoster race, in 
top line competition, in southern 
California. e

Suzuki Slalom 


An innovative concept in motorcycle racing, the Suzuki Slalom can 
be most readily compared to World Cup Pro Skiing. Two skiers, or mo- 
tocross riders in this case, run side-by-side through parallel slalom 
courses marked with flags in an elimination system that ultimately yields 
a single winner. Unlike the skiing event, however, Suzuki Slalom 
contestants race not only downhill but uphill as well after negotiating 
a hairpin turn at the bottom of a Carlsbad slope. 

Twenty Continental Moto-sport Club riders, all in the 125cc 
Intermediate class, have been invited to race in the first Suzuki Slalom 
on Saturday, June 9 the day before the Bel-Ray 500cc USGP of 
Motocross. They'll meet for check-in at 10 a.m. at the Carlsbad race 
course. There, they'll receive a Suzuki Competition Helmet, a Suzuki 
MX Jersey and a pair of Roger DeCoster Replica MX Pants, plus four 
tickets to the following day's activities. 

They'll ride Suzuki RM125 motorcycles, furnished by U.S. Suzuki for 
the event, and at 12:00 the competition begins with timed qualifying 
runs. The time trials will narrow the field to 16, and they'll then face off 
for the paired elimination runs, 

The winner will receive his choice of either a Suzuki GS425 street 
bike or an RM400 motocross machine. Second place will win an 
RM125 MXer, and a GS185 will go to third place. 

Scheduled to fit in between USGP tech inspection at the Plaza 
Camino Real and Saturday afternoon practice for Sunday's 
competitors, the Suzuki Slalom will help fill the Saturday spectator’s: 
day with exciting motocross action. e

Aerobatic pilot Art Scholl will r the intermission period between 
the first and second motos of the Bel-Ray 500cc USGP of Motocross, 
filling the airspace over Carlsbad with Cuban eights, hammer heads, 
tail spins and a frightening aeronautical aberration called the 
Lomcevak. Whatever action spectators may have missed on the MX 
course will be more than reimbursed in his non-stop display of flying 
finesse. 

Scholl uses highly-modified DeHavilland Chipmunk airplanes in his 
airshow demonstrations, machines used by the Royal Canadian Air 
Force as trainers after World War Il. He owns two of them, one a fixed- 
gear two-place airplane, the other a retractable-gear single-place. He’s 
installed 260 bhp Lycoming engines, clipped 18" off the wings and 
increased the aileron and rudder area. They cruise at 165mph. 

He operates a fixed-base operation at Rialto Airport where he offers 
flight instruction in all ratings, aircraft sales, Pipe Flite Center and 
maintenance. Aerobatics training, naturally, is offered as well. Scholl 
holds AA, BS, MA, and Ph.D in Aeronautics degrees and FAA ratings 
in everything from helicopters to gliders to seaplanes to mechanics. 

Scholl’s an actor-pilot, producer, director and cameraman for his 
own film productions, and he does work for the major Hollywood 
studios, too. His list of movies and TV credits is impressive; it includes 
The Great Waldo Pepper, Baa Baa Black Sheep, Six Million Dollar Man, 
Starsky and Hutch, Charlie’s Angels, Airport ’79 and more. 

In addition to the Scholl show, a fly-over of World War II airplanes is 
scheduled for the “halftime program” at the Bel-Ray 500cc USGP of 
Motocross.

It seems like you’ve got a lot of 
support at Carlsbad. À 
Its my favorite track. I've always 
managed to make people notice me 
there, but I've always had problems 
that have kept me out of the real 
limelight. 

In 1975 I holeshot the first moto and 
sort of slammed the door on Roger 
DeCoster as we hit the first turn which 
put me into the lead. I was so pumped 
that I went a little berserk. There’s one 
downhill there where they measured 
my jump at 77 feet. That had the 
crowd cheering. 

I've always wanted to win the USGP 


because no American has ever done it > 


and because it’s the biggest and most 
famous MX in the U.S. I want to win it 
this year, and I think that I can do it. 

I would say that it is my home track 
because I always go there when I’m at 
home. I’ve always like Carlsbad 
because it’s a rough track and one that 
you really have to ride. 

Last year I led the first moto for five 
laps and had built up a 10-second lead 
when the reeds stuck open and the 
engine seized. 

This year I'm going to'win. I’m ona 
good bike, and I know I can win, The 
key is to get out in front and get going. 
If you are stuck in traffic you end up 
fighting with every rider. If you're in 
front you.can build up an edge while 
the rest are fighting. 

What is your racing philosophy? 
- I try to leave the fighting to the rest of 
the riders. It’s a lot easier to start first 





and finish first than it is to fight your 
way through traffic to the lead. No 
matter where I find myself I never give 
up. I could be in last place and still 
putin a 200% ride. 

It pays off because if you're there 
challenging every week and always in 
the points then sooner or later you're 
going to win and then win again. 
Pretty soon, you could be champion. I 
try to always look ahead and not worry 
about the discomfort of the moment. 
Is the Yamaha ride sort of a dream 
come true? 

I would have to say it is. I’ve always 
thought that Yamaha would be the 
best team to ride for, and it’s true. I 
wouldn't want to ride for anybody else. 
It was a long hard climb to the top 

That's true. I always did good, but I 
would seem to reach a spot in my early 
years of racing and then never seem to 
be able to pass it. I was mainly self- 
sponsored, and at the time it was 
usually a money problem where I 
couldn't keep on racing because I had 
bills to pay. But I kept on trying 
because I want to be a champion 
and I want to race in Europe. 


If I win the 500cc National 
Championship, I would like to race 
the GPs in Europe next year. I'd like to 
race there-because I think I can beat 
Brad (Lackey). It might take me six 
months or so to get used to things like 
the food, the climate and_other things, 
but I know I could do it. It would 
require going over six months ahead of 
time and training and getting used to 
things. 

_ My future goal, my ultimate goal is 





to be the 250cc World Champion. I 
believe that is a realistic one. 

It appears that hard work paid off in 
a factory ride. 

The factories look for riders who try 
and try again and try again. They 
don’t want riders who give up. I never 
give up when I'm riding. I guess it’s 
just like the Avis (car rental) slogan 
that says you try harder when you're 
number two. I don’t think I'm number 
two, but I try harder oer and I 
always will. 

When I broke the bones in my foot 
at the Atlanta Supercross earlier this 
year, I was going to ride the main. I 
could feel my foot swelling up in my 
boot and I figured that if I could wrap 
my foot tightly that I could make the 
20 laps although the foot did hurt 
quite a bit. I got my boot off and the 
foot just swelled up out of sight. I 
couldn't get my boot back on no 
matter what. 

(Yamaha team manager) Kenny 
Clark then came over and said forget 
about it and take it easy. To me, the 
Supercross races are just practice 
events. Yamaha wants me to take care 
of the National championship, and 
that's what I want to do. 

How did the Yamaha ride come 
about? 

About this time last year Mike Bell 
hurt his knee. I was the only 
(privateer) Yamaha rider right up in 
the (500cc) standings. Yamaha called 
me and asked if I would like to ride a 
works bike. It didn’t take long for me 
to tell them I would. 

.My first ride was at the Atlanta

National last year and I got a second 
overall behind Rick (Burgett). It was 
an experience. The bike had. a lot 
more power than the bike I had been 
riding which made it difficult getting 
used tọ at first. It was like a compeltely 
different bike. After three or fọur 
races I started to get the hang of it, 
and I believe that if there were about 
three more races in last year’s 500cc 
championship that I could have won 
it. I was getting close, but things didn’t 
work out that way. 


The injury at the Atlanta Supercross 
was both bad luck and good luck 
wasn’t it? 

As the new rider on the team, I didn’t 
really get a choice of what National 
Championship class I wanted to ride. 
Glover, Hannah and Burgett would 
defend their class titles and Mike Bell 
wanted to get back into the 500cc class 
so that left me to ride the 250cc class 
with Bob to see whether we could pick 
up the top two spots in the champion- 
ship. 

I told them I didn’t want to ride the 
250’s, but Yamaha said that’s what 
they wanted me to ride. I told them 
“Fine, I'll give 200% whatever I ride.” 
That's the way it would have been if I 
hadn’t broken my foot. 

When I got hurt I thought, “Damn, 
I broke my foot,” but then I thought, 
“Hey, now I'll get to ride the 500’s.” I 
like to ride the 500’s a lot better, but 
I'll give 200% no matter what I ride. I 
feel more at home on the 500. I’m paid 
to ride to win and I think I can on 
either bike. You'd have to ride the 500

Roberts wins, takes over points

JARAMA, SPAIN, MAY 20 


Defending 500cc World Champion Kenny 
Roberts moved into the championship lead by 
winning the 500cc race at the Spanish Grand 
Prix, his third classic win in four outings since 


his practice session accident in 
Japan earlier this year. 


But while Kenny can see the 
title back on his mantlepiece, 
his arch rival Barry Sheene must now 
face the fact that any serious chance of 
regaining his crown has gone. 

Barry crashed in the final practice 
period on Saturday afternoon, hitting 
the same spot on his elbow he hurt in 
his Donington Park fall in March. 

` There was doubt that Sheene could 
race because of the pain, swelling, and 
lack of grip on his right hand. But he 
was passed fit by the doctor, only to see 
the rest of the pack disappear off the 
grid while his pushed his reluctant 
machine over 200 yards before it 
would start. 

Sheene gave chase, but after eight 
laps he had only climbed to twentieth, 


his arm was giving him trouble, so he. 


pulled out. 

Roberts’ hard-fought win pushes 
him on to 57 points, 34 ahead of 
Sheene in sixth place, and a slender 
three points infront of Virginio Fer- 
rari, who could only manage fourth 





place because of handling problems on 
the factory Suzuki. 

It wasn’t Ferrari this time who put 
the pressure on Kenny, but Dutchman 
Wil Hartog on the works Suzuki, and 
American Mike Baldwin on Serge 
Zago’s standard Suzuki. 

Baldwin had been on pole position 
on the grid after setting fastest prac- 
tice time. Mike had looked good from 
the first few laps on the Jarama circuit, 
but when his batch of Goodyear tires 
arrived on Saturday he was able to 
slice off the extra time he needed to go 
top of the leaderboard. 

In the race, though, Hartog gave 
Kenny a tough time. For once Wil did 
not make a particularly good start, 
and it was not until the seventh lap 


. that he caught Roberts. 


“I couldn't get away from Hartog, 
and he couldn't pull clear from me, so 
when Mike Baldwin started to catch us 
both, I began to worry. It's bad 
enough two riders trying to pass tail- 
enders here, but three men, that's bad 
news,” said Kenny after the race. 

Baldwin cut the lead to just three 
seconds, but then Roberts pulled 
something extra out of the bag, and

began to stretch a second-a-lap lead 
over Hartog, who in turn pulled away 
from Baldwin. ` 

Fourth home was Ferrari, his 
machine showing clear evidence of 
where things had been touching be- 
cause the bike had been set up too low, 
but the eight points were enough to 
keep him very much in the champion- 
ship chase, and his tuner, friend and 
manager Roberto Gallina welcomed 
the break until the Yugoslavian GP on 
June 17 to sort out the bikes. 

But while Hartog,. Ferrari and 
Sheene had reason to be unhappy 
about the way things had turned out, 
unlucky Tom Herron was even worse 
off. He had taken a tumble in Satur- 
day's final practice session, too, and 
hurt his thumb. à 

He had an operation in Madrid on 
Saturday evening, but there was no 
chance of him racing, and in fact, 
there must be doubts about his fitness 
for the lucrative North West 200 and 
Isle of Man TT races. 

Kork Ballington showed his rivals 
that he wants to keep the 250cc and 
350cc titles he won last year. Though 
he was only second fastest in training 
to Gregg Hansford (Kawasaki) in the 
250cc class, he was quickest in the 
350cc class with a time that would 
have put him and the factory Kawa- 
saki on third spot in the 500 grid! 

Kork's 350cc win opened the five- 
race program early on Sunday mor- 
ning with the bulk of the crowd still 
streaming into the circuit from the 
Madrid motorway which runs along- 
side. i 


It was really a very easy win, despite 
the efforts of up-and-coming Swiss ace ` 
Michel Frutschi (Yamaha). Michel re- 
fused to be shaken off as Kork pulled 
away from the rest of the pack, and 
when the champion hit the slower 
riders, Frutschi closed the gap to less 
than a hundred yards, -before Kork 
piled on the wick to pull away. 

Frutschi was so worried he might 
run out of fuel, he pulled in for a pit 
stop that went on much too long and 
cost him a couple of places before he 
rejoined the fray. 

But the excitement. of reaching 
second spot, and closing the gap on 
Ballington was all too much for the 
unlucky Christian Estrosi (Kawasaki) 
who slid off gracefully at the tight 
right hander at the back of the pits. 

His retirement let Gregg Hansford 
move into runnerup spot, chased 
home by the impressive Frutschi. 

Estrosi was not the only leader to 
crash, though. Veteran Italian Walter 
Villa went down early in the race when 
shadowing Ballington on his Vene- 
motos Yamaha. 

Fourth home was Patrick Fernandez 
(Yamaha), with Patrick Pons taking 
fifth place on the Sonauto Yamaha, 
but another lap and Japanese ace 
Sadeo Asami would undoubtedly have 
taken him on his charge through the 
pack after another terrible start. j 

But Asami had the consolation of set- 
ting an astonishing new 350cc lap 
record at 1 min., 34.1 sec. 

Ballington completed his double 
with another impressive win in the ` 








250cc race later in the day. For 13 laps 
Kork shadowed Gregg Hansford 
(Kawasaki), but after a dummy run to 
take the lead at the 180-degree bend 
after the pits, Kork went ahead again 
the following lap, and stayed there. 
Gradually he pulled away from the 
Australian, who was under a little 
pressure for a while from Italian 
Graziano Rossi on the new Morbidelli, 
who went on to finish a creditable 
third. 

Estrosi made no mistakes this time 
and took his Kawasaki into fourth 
place, but the effort took its toll, and 
after the race Christian had to be lif- 
ted bodily off the bike and into his 
caravan to recover. 

Behind him came Walter Villa 
(Yamaha) and Patrick Fernandez 
(Yamaha), both having lonely rides, 
but it was cut and thrust for seventh, 
eighth and ninth places between Jean 
Francois - Balde (Kawasaki), Randy 
Mamola and Belgian Richard Hubin, 
both on Serge Zago supplied 
Yamahas. 

Randy was just a little down on hor- 
sepower, and though he could at times 
out corner the Frenchman, he had to 
settle for eighth, but the three points 
were enough to keep him in second 
place in the ~championship battle 
behind Ballington. 

Barry Ditchburn’s hopes of im- 
proving on his fourth place in the 
championship table came to nothing. 
The Kawasaki started to make very 
strange noises and went slower and 
slower till it finally stopped. Someone 
had forgotten to put any oil in the 
gearbox. 

To the delight of the 15,000 fans, 
local hero Angel Nieto (Minarelli) won 
his fifth 125cc World Championship 
race of the season, but again French- 
man Thierry Espie (Motobecane) 
made him work for his success.

Nieto was only a second ahead, but 
there was always the feeling that the 
wily Spaniard always had things under 
control. 

Eugenio Lazzarini (Kreidler) took a 
few laps before taking command of the 
50cc race, but once out front the only 
question was who would be second. In 
the end it was Frenchman Patrick 
Plisson (ABF) who took runnerup 
spot, but third place for lanky Swiss 
rider Rolf Blatter (Kreidler) was 
enough to move him into the joint lead 
in the championship table with Laz- 
zarini. 

Gerhard Waibel (Kreidler), the 20- 
year-old motorcycle mechanic who 
won the opening round of the series at 
Hockenheim, finished fourth. °

READING, ENGLAND, MAY 20 


On a rain-soaked track, Bruce Penhall and his 
California crew steered the United States into 
the World Team Cup Semi-final, (to be held 
in Sweden on June 14) showing gritty deter- 
mination in treacherous conditions. 


They swept into the Inter- 
continental stage of the com- 
petition along with the winners 
of the round, New Zealand who 
scored a total of 30 points to America’s 
26. Had it not been for an engine 
failure by Kelly Moran and a tape 
exclusion by Steve Gresham the result 
could have been reversed, but as the 
top two teams go through to the next 
round, the primary goal was in 
qualifying. : 

Ivan Mauger returned to Interna- 
tional duty to lead his squad after 
previously being threatened with a ban 





if he did not ride for his country. 

As the meeting came to the close, 
there was a very dejected-looking 
English team who totalled only 22 
points. All of the so-called famous five 
suffered mechanical problems. The 
final nail in the coffin came in heat 15 
when Hulls’ young viking, Kelly 
Moran fought a hard four laps to keep 
world Number Two Gordon Kennett 
at bay. Kelly won this heat and 
received a well. deserved reception 
from his teammates in the pits. 

Top rider for the Americans, was 
first time British league rider Bobby 
Schwartz who raced forcefully for 





eight points. “Boogaloo,” commenting 
on the atrocious conditions said in one 
race he used four tear-offs in just the 
first lap and got so filled-in he just had 
to guess when to turn left. 

Bobby's captain and league 
teammate, Bruce Penhall missed his 
previous night's meeting through an 
upset stomach, and still looking very 
pale, managed five points from his 
first two rides. Though he failed to 
score in his next race and finished 
lying under the safety fence in his final 
race, the U.S. team was already 
through. 

The fourth team member was 24- 
year-old Steve Gresham, who raced to 
a heat one win to set the pattern for 
the rest of the Yanks, Gresham 
finished ‘on six points and young 
Moran on seven. 

Reserve Dennis Sigalos who only 
arrived minutes before the first heat 
was not called on to ride. 

America, who just missed out 
qualifying last year, did it this year 
without the services of world Number 
Three, Scott Autry, who seems to be 
involved in a personal battle with the 
AMA. A great pity that a rider of 
Scott's ability should be left out of his

country’s success because he airs his 
views on his controlling body. . . 

England’s dismal performance con- 
tinues from the World Team Cup 
Final last year, when they finished 
second behind shock winner Denmark in 
Landshut, Germany. They never 
looked like finishing in the top two in 
this round and after the meeting there 
seemed some very long and unhappy 
faces in the British camp. 

The last place goes to the 1976 
winners, Australia, who scored 18 
points. 

The next round is in Sweden where 
USA must finish in the top two again, 
which would take them to the final at 
White City England on September 16. 

This year could see the Yanks 
qualifying for the ‘first time into the 

-World Team Cup Final since the

PASADENA, CA, MAY 19-20 

Team Honda’s Jay Tullis put it 
to the big bikes again by winning 
the trouble plagued 33rd Annual 
Greenhorn Enduro on his XR185 
thumper. The two-day classic started 
in Pasadena at John Muir High School 
and ended in Lucerne Valley. Some 
years the Greenhorn goes off relatively 
smoothly and other times. ..well, this 
year was one of those other times. The 
route sheet arrived on Thursday and 
contained some glaring errors. It must 
have been an omen. 


Over 300 riders entered but only 251 
showed up at the starting line. The no 
shows probably couldn't get gas or 
were afraid none was available to get 
them home, As it turned out, there 
was plenty of gas in the desert. A fast 
30 mph average for, get this, 76 miles 
led riders through town (at a 30 mph 
speed limit?) and up into the 
mountains. | Unfortunately. the 
communications between the local 
police departments (compounded by 
some early riders exceeding the speed 
limit) led to a lot of later riders being 
pulled over by the Sheriffs Department 


- (who let the riders go after a 10 minute

delay) and the Highway Patrol, who 
proceeded to write a slew of tickets to 
the unlucky riders who were stopped. 
Dirt Digger Randy Grant wasn't 
even old enough to have a driver's 


license so the ticketing officer was 
going to require that a tow truck 
retrieve his motorcycle. Luckily a 
pickup came along that belonged to a 
pit crew and they talked the officer 
into letting them load Randy's bike to 
“take it home:” They drove up the 
street out of sight, unloaded and 14- 
year-old Randy proceeded to finish the 
event! Many riders were stopped out of 
pure harassment and weren't ticketed. 
Mike Adams (Mai) was detained for 15 
minutes until released. Naturally all 
the detained riders were late to at least 
the first check. The Pasadena Motor- 
cycle Club decided to adjust the scores 
of all riders in fairness to the riders 
stopped. Scores were calculated 
between the first and second checks on 
the basis of the score at the first check 
rather than the rider's starting 
number. Most A and B riders got back 
on time by the first gas stop at Mill 
Creek in the Angeles National Forest. 
The route sheet had turn mileage for 
all major turns, an excellent addition 
which helps prevent riders from 
getting lost due to course sabotage, a 
problem in prior years. 

The 30 mph average had the C riders 
continually late with no hope of 
catching up until an extended gas 
stop. Some resets when the course 
came out on a highway would have 
been prudent. Some members of the 
PMC are still thinking 1950 enduros in 
1979. It's time they were brought up to 
date and understood the concept of 
modern enduros. 


A memorable course obstacle was a 
concrete lined stream crossing around 
a blind corner. Moss grows on 
concrete. Moss is slippery. Very 
slippery. One deviation from perfectly 
straight and zap — down with a 
mighty splash. This reporter can 
personally testify to how cold the water 


really was along with Al Baker, Harry - 


Keast, Jerry Counts, Jay Tullis, etc., 
etc. C rider Steve Thomas, who was 
riding his first Greenhorn with his 
dad, failed to negotiate a curve and 
ended off the road with a broken leg. 
Steve promised to be back next year 
for another try. 

The second gas stop and lunch was 
at Cajon Pass, 124 miles out, after a 
ride through the mountain resort of 
Wrightwood where Paul Slavic 
motored into an open gas station and 
filled up his XR-185 thumper. 

The course left Cajon Pass heading 
east through the San Bernardino 
Mountains above Lake Silverwood, 


where a tricky uphill had many riders ' 


making a couple of runs at it.. A 
waiting check to catch the late riders 
was well placed. 


Rumors of a deep water crossing at 
Deep Creek had many riders nervous 
and rightfully so. The crossing was 
much deeper than most, of the desert 
riders had ever attempted, about three 
feet! Many didn’t even attempt to ride 
across, but chose to push their bikes 
across in the hope that would keep 
things drier. A crowd of amused 
campers assembled to watch the fun. 
Very few riders were able to get across 
unscathed but the entire Kolbe Can- 
Am minute, which contained Tom 
Webb and Pete Smith, rode across 
with no problems. Many of District 
37's top riders lost a lot of time 
pumping water out of their bikes, 
including Ken Lewis, Jr. (Mai), 
Garner Palenske (Mai), Al Baker 
(Hus), and Harry Keast (Mai). Tullis 
lost 10 minutes when he found out that 
he had forgotten he had pulled his 
plug wire off and was kicking his heart 
out for naught. His son Doug rode 
through on his XL125-engined, 
XR185, framed special. Jay told Doug 
to go for it and Doug did. He was only 
a minute late at the next check but not 
being a timekeeper, hit the check after 
the emergency gas stop eight minutes 
early! Ouch! That's 37 points! It cost 
himr the A 125cc class win. 

Saturday's finish was down the 
mountain at Rabbit Dry Lake near 
Lucerne. For the women and C riders 
it was all over. When the points were 
totaled, Cliff Loga (175 Yam) 
dominated the C riders with just 15 
points lost. The next C rider was Terry 
Turner (Yam) who won the 250cc class 
with a 31 point score. First C Open 
was Gary Garland (Yam) dropping 38. 
Three women finished. Kelly Motley 
on a 175cc Yamaha dropped a measly 
255 points to edge out Candy Hand 
who was right there with 282 points. 
Husky-mounted Pam. Lehman 
finished with 388 points, glad it was all 
over. For the lucky A and B riders, it 
was pack things up and move to 
Anderson Dry Lake for the Sunday's 
course. 

After a delicious steak dinner at the 
Y Cfe, some bike maintenance and a 
good night’s sleep, it was time to tackle 
200 miles of Lucerne Valley. The tone 
was established when riders found 
themselves lost before they had gone 
one mile. That started a very 
frustrating day as riders seemed to 


spend as much time looking for the’ 


course as they did riding it. One wag 
remarked, “I've heard of secret checks, 

but a secret course?” The problem was 
a lot of ribbon and an almost complete 
lack of turn arrows, combined with 


tight speed averages which had the © 


riders flat out to try and keep on time. 
It was a real shame too because it 





was obvious that the workers who laid 
out the course really spent a huge 
amount of time scouting new terrain 
to be use. The skeptics who claim 
Lucerne Valley is all used up should go 
out with the PMC scouting crews. They 
found a lot of really fun, interesting 
and challenging terrain to use. 
Unfortunately the riders. had a 
problem finding it too. The first check 
was located around the back side of a 
mountain where the trail ran 
completely around the side of the 
mountain — off-camber, rocky and 
very challenging. The terrain, lack of 
arrows and demanding speed averages 
were. a bit much for most riders, 
especially the B's. Again resets could 
have been used to advantage to give 
some rest but the course wore on and 
on with no letup. The terrain was 
National Enduro quality but the worst 
marked family enduro I've been to was 
marked better. 

First day leader Tom Webb (Kolbe 
C-A) with just six points down got 
eight miles out before his rear tire 
went flat. Tom tried to ride but soon 
the tire came off the rim and he was 
out, a bitter disappointment to the 
Mile High National Enduro winner. 
One section that stood out was a 
downhill to end all downhills. Long, 
steep and very rocky at 36 mph! Har, 
har... It took the best riders 10 to 15 
minutes to inch their way down. The 
heat didn't help matters any. You 
would be amazed at the number of 
riders who tackle a desert enduro 
without a canteen. Grim. 

The climax of the enduro was when 
nobody could find the trail into the 
finish and riders started wandering in 
from all over. Nate Sciaqua of the Dirt 
Diggers had.a present for the PMC, a 
dead (I think) rattlesnake which he 
took out of his tool bag and threw on 
the ground for all to.admire. 


When all the flak had cleared and 
the PMC had their wits back, and the 
scoring was completed, Jay Tullis had 
edged out Gary Woodling for the 
overall win. Woodling was mounted 
on a stone stock XR500 Honda, a test 
bike for Dirt Bike Magazine. Nice test. 
Pete Smith on his 250cc Kolbe Can- 
Cam rode a great race and ended up 
third overall, first Senior. Pete is 
currently leading the D-37 Senior 
standings along with the Western 
Regional Championship Senior 
standings. Another Can-Am winner in 
the 125cc class with Jerry Counts tak- 
ing the honors. First B rider at eighth 
overall was Greg Newland (C-A) losing 
$2 points. 

Many of the problems the PMC had 
promoting the event can be traced to 
manpower, or the lack théreof. 
Reportedly, many of the PMC 
members were off riding street bikes 
during the weekend instead of 
manning checks. This puts a 
disproportionate load on the rest of 
hte club. If the club cannot properly 
mark 200 miles with the available 
manpower, then they should cut the - 
event mileage down to whatever they 
can handle. It’s not fair to the riders or 
the PMC to end up-with a less than 
quality enduro. e

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The last two-stroke street bike 


Yamaha Daytona S

In 1973 there were fourteen different two- 
stroke street bikes for sale in America. In 
1979 there is one. During that time the num- 
ber of Japanese four-stroke street bikes has in- 


creased from nine to twenty- 
three. To those who would 
rather eat worms than ride a 
two-stroke, this must seem like 
quite a good thing. 

However, if your tastes run to sim- 
plicity, efficiency, and high perfor- 
mance, the trend is rather dis- 
couraging. Basically you can buy a 
new Yamaha RD400F “Daytona 
Special” or give in and learn to adjust 
valves on a four-stroke. Fortunately, if 
you do decide to stick to your two- 
stroke principles, Yamaha has insured 
that you will be getting an exceptional 
motorcycle as a reward. 


The commonly accepted reason ad- . 


vanced by the motorcycle press for the 
demise of the two-stroke street bike is 
that it could not be made to meet the 
EPA exhaust emissions and noise stan- 
dards without reducing its performan- 
ce to such a low level that it would be 
unsaleable. This is the same sort of 
logic that Detroit has used for years in 
defending the poor performance of 
their cars. And just as the Volkswagen 
Rabbit revealed the fallacy of Detroit's 
reasoning, so the RD400F demon- 
strates the folly of the biking media. 
For not only does the new RD400F 
meet all the current EPA noise and 
emissions standards, it is actually 
faster than last year’s RD400 and gets 
better gas mileage to boot. 

Obviously, there are reasons for the 
reduction of two-stroke street bikes 
from fourteen to one in six years. But 
the reasons have very little to do with 
the EPA or with engineering design. It 
is simply that the Japanese have dis- 
covered what Harley-Davidson has 
known for years - four-stroke street 
bikes sell better than two-stroke street 
bikes. Exactly why this is so has always 
been a mystery. Some say it has to do 
with their sound, others suggest that it 
is the blue smoke they emit, and still 





others opine that it is the image of 
cheapness and unreliability acquired 
in the early 1960's and which they have 
been unable to shake. 


Whatever the reason, rationality 
doesn’t appear to be part of it since by 
the standard of performance the two- 
stroke motorcycle has always been 
more than a match for the four-stroke. 
Motorcycling, of course, is anything 
but rational. Thus Kawasaki and 
Suzuki no longer sell two-stroke street 
bikes. 

Yamaha, however, evidently be- 
lieves that there is still a market for the 
high performance two-stroke, or else is 
unable to completely let go of the de- 
sign concept which has been the source 
of its racing prestige from the begin- 
ning. 

Whatever the reason, they have put 
a major engineering and styling effort 
into the new RD400F, far more than 
was required to meet the EPA stan- 
dards. The result is a street bike which 
is not only the last two-stroke, it is very 
possibly the best, easily capable of de- 
fending the virtues of two-stroke 
design in the face of the four-stroke 
tidal wave. 

The argument that the two-stroke 
engine has problems complying with 
emission standards does have some 
basis in fact. Like the Wankel rotary 
engine, the two-stroke does produce a 
proportionately larger amount of un- 
burned gas particles in its exhaust 
than a four-stroke. This is the reason 
for the two-stroke’s lower gas mileage 
when compared to the four-stroke. 
This problem is not unique to two- 
stroke engines. Large displacement 
four-stroke cylinders have many of the 


same problems and several methods ~ 


have been found to cure them, most 
notably the catalytic converter. How- 
ever, the best and cheapest method of 
dealing with emissions is simply to in- 





crease the efficiency of the engine by 
burning all the fuel before it leaves the 
cylinder. 


Generally it has been thought that 
the two-stroke engine is inherently too 
inefficient to burn cleanly. Yamaha 
has evidently found otherwise. The 
only major change they have made to 
the RD400 engine is the exhaust port 
opening at closed throttle, always the 
most difficult speed for emission con- 
trol. The device consists of two flaps in 
front of the exhaust ports which are 
held open by springs. They are also 
connected by a rod running between 
the cylinders to a vacuum controlled 
diaphragm, Under conditions of very 
high vacuum,..as when the throttle is 
closed, the diaphragm exerts sufficient 
force to overcome the flapper springs 
and close the exhaust ports except for 
two small holes in each flap. This 
allows the fuel to be almost completely 
burned in the cylinder before it is re- 
leased to the exhaust system. Thus, no 
smog in L.A. 


A number of other changes to the 
RD400 engine may also have been in- 
fluenced by emissions considerations, 
but they may just as likely have been 
made to improve the engine's perfor- 
mance. Happily, the two objectives of 
clean air and good performance have 
been met with the same means. 


Changes from the '78 RD400 in- 
clude a reduction in cylinder head 
volume for an increased compression 
ration and a lowering and widening of 
the exhaust and transfer ports. 
Whether of not these were made for 
emissions reasons, they have resulted 
in a higher and broader torque curve, 
which makes the bike much more 
responsive, and a peak horsepower 
identical. to the '78 RD400. In- 
terestingly, the Canadian version of 
the RD400F (presumably exempt from 
EPA standards) has a slightly more 
radical porting and develops 3 more 
horsepower, though at the loss of 3 
foot-pounds of torque. 

Although engine performance has 
been improved, Yamaha did have to 
abandon their unique solution to the 
infamous “two-stroke surge” for the 
sake of emission control. 


When the RD400 was first intro- 
duced it had a peculiar system of not- 

















ches in the piston exhaust skirt and 
small holes in the cylinder walls 
designed to render cylinder filling less 
efficient at low throttle settings by ven- 
ting some of the charge directly to the 
exhaust system. This system did 
reduce surging and four-stroking, but 
unfortunately inefficient cylinder 
filling is antithetical to clean air. For 
1979 this system has been abandoned, 
and the RD400F is back to RD350 
levels in this area. 

Aside from engine changes, there 
have been other significant technical 
changes to the RD400F. While 
RD350/400 disc brakes have been a 
standard for the sport since 1973, 
Yamaha has actually abandoned that 
system and produced a better one. 
The old dual piston calipers have been 
replaced with single pistons with larger 
puck area and thinner discs, and their 
stopping power and sensitivity put the 
new RD in a class whose only other oc- 
cupants are GP road racers. Other 
changes include 1mm larger front fork 
tubes, different spring mounts, a 
single bell crank throttle, and a one- 
piece ram air cylinder head. 

Having been faced with a major 
engineering redesign to the RD400, 
Yamaha apparently decided to em- 
phasise the changes with a major 
styling redesign also. Although the 
bike is recognizably an RD Yamaha, 
its appearance has been changed 
drastically from the previous RD400 
series. The goal was to establish a 
visual relationship with Yamaha's true 
road racers, and to some extent this 
has been achieved. The gas tank is 
larger and more bread loaf shaped, 
the seat has been shortened and 
lowered, engine cases are black, and 
no superfluous chrome has been used. 
The exercise has-been topped off with 
the traditional Yamaha paint scheme 
of white with a center red stripe. 

The result is a bike that does suggest 
a road racer heritage, while avoiding 
the discomfort produced by the usual 
cafe racer’s solo seat, low bars, and 
rear set pegs. The only real drawback 
of the styling is that the new seat is far 
less comfortable than last year’s. 


Strangely, Yamaha has used rather 
high bars on this bike, a little too high 
for comfort. Perhaps the success of 
their Specials has gotten the American 
sales people demanding high bars on 











everything. 


All this is well and good you say, but - 


how does it work? The answer is that 
Yamaha may have done more for the 
Earthworm Growers Association than 
McDonalds’ hamburgers. Because if 
you are interested in a motorcycle that 
works you will be hard pressed to find 
one that functions better than the 
RD400F. You want to accelerate? 
Select any one of the six gears which 
puts the engine between 4000 and 

* 7000 rpm, crack the throttle, and the 
RD responds instantly. You want „to 
stop? Put two fingers on the brake 
lever and tug gently... The RD just. - 
stops. You want to change directions? 
Just think about moving the handle- 
bars or shifting your weight and the 
RD is moving in that direction. 

But beware of one thing. You had 
better be sure that what you start to do 
on the Yamaha is really what you want 
to do because the bike responds so 
quickly to rider inputs that there is no 
time to change your mind. In this sen- 
se the bike really is not for inex- 
perienced riders or riders who don’t 
have the reflexes to deal with such in- 
stantaneous response. While it is not 
necessarily for experts only, it is for 
good riders only, who may very well 
become experts if they ride the bike 
very hard. 

All of this became apparent after 
300 miles of mountain road riding. 
Until then the bike had been used for 
commuting and running errands in 
the city. At speeds below 50 mph, 
many of the bike's strengths were ob- 
scured by creeping cars, right angle 
turns, and assorted dogs, cats, and 
children. It was only when the bike 
was turned loose on unknown fast, 
twisty roads that it could be fully ap- 
preciated. 


To lend perspective to the mountain 
road test, we took along two other 
bikes which represent the current state 
of the art in four-stroke design - a 
Honda Hawk and a Suzuki GS750. 
The first 50 miles of the ride were over 
four lane highway, so we were able to 
play the top gear roll-on game at will. 
Surprise! The Yamaha was the 60 
mph top gear roll-on champ, a fact 
which was explained by the dyna- 
mometer tests later. Of course the 
Suzuki eventually caught the RD400 at 
about 90, but the Hawk was out- 
motored all the way up. 

Once in the mountains, the Yamaha 
was in its element. Here all of its vir- 
tues were apparent. Twisty mountain 
roads are not like race tracks, where 
every turn is familiar and where the 
bike can be positioned at the right 
point, in the right gear, lap after lap. 
On an unfamiliar road the rider must 
be able to change speeds, directions 
and gears quickly to accomodate un- 
expected changes in road conditions. 
Only a fool will begin an unknown 
turn at max speed, leaving himself no 
margin for avoiding other traffic, 
gravel, animals, or sudden changes in 
radius or camber. Still, in every turn 
there comes a point where everything 
is settled and the bike can be brought 
up to max speed with safety. 

Thus safe, rapid mountain road 
riding requires the two qualities of 
flexibility and rapid response, and this 
is what the Yamaha offers in spades. 
Throttle response is instantaneous. In 
the lower gears the engine is so sudden 
it feels like a hand grenade, The 
brakes are capable of reducing the 
bike’s speed at whatever rate is needed 
to avoid the unexpected. Ground 
clearance is simply not a problem. 


And the quick handling, which puzzles | 


many first-time riders, is exactly what 
is needed for meeting changing road 
conditions or directions. 

In contrast-the Honda and Suzuki 
felt sluggish in comparison with the 
Yamaha. Both bikes are really quite 
good ae — both make good 








road racers. But both lack the RD400’s 
throttle response, brakes, and quick 
handling. The Hawk also lacks the 
RD's power. Forcing the Hawk fast 
over a mountain road means keeping 
the engine above 7500 rpm, and at this 
speed the noise and vibration make 
one worry about valves and rods. The 
GS750 has plenty of power once the 
revs are up, but the bike is so big and 
heavy that it must be positioned care- 
fully for each curve and any direc- 
tionaly changes made slowly. While 
the heavier bike is more comfortable, 
the constant need for 6000 to 7000 
rpm begins to wear on the rider com- 
pared to the 5000 to 6000 of the 
Yamaha. 

After a day of this the Yamaha 
leaves you grinning each time you en- 
ter a series of switch backs and twisties. 
But there comes a time when the road 
has to lead-back to the city, and here 


‘the Yamaha's only two real faults show 


up. After 8 hours and 300 miles, the 
Yamaha's seat has taken its toll, 
making the last 50 miles of freeway 
seem tortuous. And once back in the 
slower city traffic, the four- -stroking 
and surging of the two-stroke engine 
are a source of irritation. Ironically, 
both of these discomforts are absent 
from last year’s RD400E. This, of 
course, is where the Hawk and Suzuki 
750 do well, particularly the Hawk. It 
has a big bike feel and comfortable 
seat which make it easily the best small 
displacement bike for long hauling. 


Having ridden the Hawk and 
RD400F in a head-to-head situation, 
we decided to compare the two bikes 
on the dynamometer. We also tested a 
1978 RD400 to see that practical dif- 
ference all of Yamaha’s engineering 
had made. The results were revealing. 
On a Patraco dynamometer the Hawk 
generated 25 rear wheel horsepower at 


_ 9000 rpm and 43 ft./Ibs. of torque at 


7500. The "79 RD400 gave 27 hp at 
6700 rpm and 47 ft./Ibs. at 6500, 
while the 78 RD gave the same 27 hp 
at 7000 rpm and 43 ft./Ibs. of torque 
at that same speed. Most important, 
the new bike’s power curve was signi- 
ficantly broader and flatter than last 
year’s model. 

The horsepower numbers are ac- 
tually more interesting when they are 
compared at various road speeds. At 
60 mph, for example, the '79 RD400 
and the Hawk are both making about 
16.5 hp. Unfortunately, the Hawk is 
unable to exploit this equality because 
of its poor throttle response, due in 
part to its CV carburetors. It takes a 
second or two after the throttle is 
opened for the Hawk to begin pulling 
strongly, during which time the 
Yamaha will have begun to pull away. 
At any speed about 60, the Yamaha 
produces more power and torque than 
the Hawk so that the Hark is never 
able to overcome the RD400’s initial 
jump. 

As for the °78 RD400, the’ newer 
bike has a clear horsepower and 
‘torque advantage up to 85 mph, at 
which speed both bikes are making 
peak power. Above 85, the older bike 
makes more power, but by then wno 
cares? On a street bike what counts is 
power where you can use it. 

So that’s the new Yamaha RD400F 
Daytona Special. It is not a motorcycle 
for everybody. Some people who rode 
itand the Hawk prefered the Hawk as 
an all-around street bike. ln some 
ways. notably comfort and surge con- 
trol, the Daytona Special is a step 
backward from last year. But if you 
are interested in performance, there 
aren’t really many better choices than 
the RD400F. And if you are a four- 
stroke devotee who also values perfor- 
mance and function, don’t make the 
mistake of riding the RD400F. You 
might catch yourself wondering 
whether worms might not taste so soar 
after all.

racing

About four years ago a young racer from 
Illinois bought an engine kit from C.H. 
Industries. Through his dealings with C.H. 
the young man arranged to buy engine kits for 


his friends at dealer cost and 
eventually wound up working as 
a distributor for the company. 
Everything went smooth for the 
first year until a change in ownership 
brought about changes in company 
policy which, in turn, started the 
young man thinking about forming his 
own company. He could do the same 
things he had been doing for C.H. 
but, of course, he would be competing 
with them. 

Laurens .Offmer was 19 years old 
when he decided to go into business for 
himself. Fortunately, Laurens had 
financial backing from his dad; but as 
far as running the business and setting 


ultimate goals, the burden of making 
decisions rested on his shoulders, First 
problems first. He had to decide what 
to call his new company. He wanted 
something racy, something with “zip” 
to it. For three months he dickered 
around with trying to figure out a 


‘name people would associate with 


racing products and accessories. 
Finally, the day before he had an 
advertising deadline, his ad agency 
more or less made the decision for 
him. Like it or not, LOP for Laurens 
Offner Products was officially “open 
for business.” Not exactly what he'd 
had in mind, but... 

Waukegan, Illinois is the home base 
for LOP where Laurens reigns over a 











total of 16 employees. Six people work 
full time in the shop. LOP Racing, 
which is a division of LOP, is a team 
comprised of eight riders, plus 
mechanics, all of whom, at one time or 
another during the racing season, 
contest the AMA National Motocross 
circuit. 

Three 125cc riders; Gary Denton, 
Richie Coon and David Taylor; two 
250cc riders; Mark Gregson and Ron 
Pomeroy; two 400cc riders, Steve 
Stackable and Greg Theiss; and one 
250cc International GP rider, Marty 
Moates, make up the LOP Racing 
Team. We asked Laurens how he got 
some of these former-factory riders to 
ride for LOP Racing. His response was 
fairly simple. “I think every single one 
of them come to us for the equipment. 
Moates has had offers to ride for a lot 
more money than I could ever afford 
to pay, which he's turned down. It’s 
the same with Stackable. When he lost 
his ride with Kawasaki he came to 
LOP because it was about the only 
place he could get equipment that was 
competitive. Most of the other 
companies that sponsor riders, it’s 
more or less ‘here’s a check, endorse 
our product,’ then they're out on their 
own. We're a race team, somewhat 
like the factories, but we don’t. have 
near the money the factories have to 
spend.” 

So, how does the LOP Racing Team 
differ from a factory race team? For 
one thing, LOP can’t afford to fly 
their riders to the races; they can’t hire 
professionally experienced mechanics 
such as the factories can, either. And 
they can’t afford to buy everybody 
trucks — although they do have three 
new trucks every year which go to the 
top rider in each class. Actually, the 
LOP Racing Team is constantly 
working at a number of. disadvantages 
that the factory teams don’t have to 
contend with; development of their 
racing bikes, tooling, money, etc. 
Laurens admitted with a sigh, “money 
can solve a lot of problems.” 

All of the LOP Team riders are 
Yamaha-mounted. We asked Laurens 
what, if any, association there is 
between. LOP and Yamaha and his 
response was:that they were contracted 
with the factory. But, since it’s a 
privateer team, wouldn’t Yamaha 
regard LOP as direct competition? 
“Well, I wish we could be competition 
for them! But they're helping us a 
great deal. I don’t think they really 
look at us as competition, they do just 
about everything they can to help us. I 
think they're getting a little interested 
in privateer racing just like all. the 
other factories are going to start 
getting interested in privateer racing 
during the next couple of years. 
Actually, I think that privateer racing 
sells more bikes than factory racing 
ever could. People know that the 


privateers are riding bikes that | 


anybody can buy, therefore it's more 
identifiable. Everything on that bike 
are parts that anybody can buy. 
Things are done at a level which 
anybody can try to pursue. On the 
factory level, no one even knows what 
the bikes are — much less being able 
to run right out and buy one. 

Factory racing is bigger business 
than what most people think. Just the 
money it takes to run a race team costs 
a lot more than what people probably 
think.” | 

The LOP Racing Team effort costs 
over $600,000 per year. And that's not 
including most of the products they 
use which are furnished by companies 
that are willing to support them with 
various items and services in order to 
keep it running. Yamaha furnishes the 
team with bikes and parts. But it takes 
a lot of bikes and parts to run a race 
team that size. “Last year, with only 
two riders, it cost $100,000 in bikes 
and parts to compete all year. We had 





to pay for every single part that went 
on the bikes. We didn't have any help 
from anyone. The cost to race on the 
national level is tremendous. You can’t 
leave any. of those wearing, moving 
parts on the bikes for more than one 
race. You just can’t take that kind of a 
chance. If you do, it'll cost you even 
more in the long run.” 

So why, when it costs so much 
money, would Laurens even bother 
with a race team? “Originally the team 
was set up to advertise LOP Products 
and to make money. But you find out, 
after a while, that you could spend the 
same amount of cash in a lot of other 
ways that would probably return a lot 
more sales.” 

“But one thing you get out of racing 
is product development. You can’t get 
that off the track, That’s what people 
are buying the parts for — racing — 
and if you're not racing the parts 
you're selling, you really don’t know-if 
they work or not. If you can produce 
something that will hold up under the 
wear and tear of eight top moto- 
crossers, and still work right, it's going 
to work right for anybody who's going 
to buy the parts too. 


“All of our research and develop- 
ment is done on the track. Our 
products start out in the shop, then we 
take it out for just regular riding until 
we know it’s suitable for racing. 
Products usually get better through 
racing development as time 
progresses. The problem is that it 
takes a long time to make something 
you would want to release for sale to 
the public and still have a lot of 


confidence in. 


“I don't know how some of these 
companies do it. One week a new bike 
comes out and the next week you see 
an ad for every single product in the 
book for the bike already. It’s just 
impossible.” 

For the next couple of years LOP 
Products will work towards building 
up to the point of offering the best of 
everything for the motocross racer: 
tires, clothing, accessories, including 
replacement parts that are now only 
available through factory aftermarket 
retailers. 

According to Laurens, clothing for 
the racer is the hot setup. “We're just 
starting to get into clothing. We have 
Steve Stackable pants and we're 
looking for a boot and helmet line 
now. Next year I hope to have a 
complete line of clothing for the rider 
as well as some items that you won't see 
on the track: mechanic's outfits, 
casual type wear for before and after 
the race. There’s no doubt. — clothing 
is where the money is. You don’t make 
much money making swingarms and 
air filters.” 

Since Laurens “specializes in the 
aftermarket product and accessory 
business, we asked why there aren't 
really new, unique items available to 
the public than what there are. “Most 
of the people in this business just 
aren't very creative to be honest about 
it. Most items are just a carbon copy of 
another item already being produced 
by another company. It just has a 
different name on it. We've been 
working on some rear shocks for our 
Yamahas for over a year now but 
we're still a year away from making 
one to test because of all the different 
problems there are to work out on it. 
From. that point, it'll probably be 
another year before they're into 
production, then another six months 
before you have a final product. Heck, 
by that time there probably won’t-even 
be shocks on motorcycles.” 

Another question that came to mind 
was whether or not LOP was set up to 
take care of the racer who wants to 
keep his year-old motorcycle running 
rather than rushing out to buy a new 
model everytime one is released for 
sale. Laurens was very firm on this 





point. “My theory is that anybody who 
has a bike over one year old shouldn't 
be spending money on it. They should 
be saving their money to get a new 
bike. They're getting so much better 
every year that after the course of 
maybe even the next year’s models you 
really can’t race a '78 against a ‘79. 

“Even replacement parts: In order 
to make a replacement part for the 
rider, you have to either make it better 
or make it cheaper. Hopefully, both.” 

Our discussion wound its way back to 
the LOP Racing Team. We asked 
Laurens how he went about choosing 
his team riders. “Well, actually, they 
usually come to us for the factory type 
ride. It's not as lucrative as far as 
money's concerned but anybody who's 
into motorcycle racing — unless 
they're making National Champion- 
ship týpe money — they're not doing it 
for the money at all. They’re doing it 
to race. I think that outside of the four 
Japanese factories, we're definitely the 
place that can give a rider the best 
deal and put them highest in the point 
standings. Hopefully, in the long run, 
we'll be able to beat some of those 
factories. Who knows, maybe all of 
them. But, that’s a big hopefully. 

“There's a lot more to picking a 
team rider outside of just the way they 
ride. You have to have people who act 
professional because they're repre- 
sentatives of your company. There are 
riders out there that just can’t get 
along with anybody. That includes 
factory riders. Some of those guys can’t 
get along with their sponsors, 
mechanics or anybody else. When 
you're running an eight man team, 
which is a tough job by itself, you can’t 
have people like that. So, you have to 
hunt around a lot!” 

When one person is in charge of 
herding eight riders around the 
National Motocross circuit, there's 
bound to be problems. “There's a lot 
of confusion at times. If things are 
going wrong, it can be murder. But, 
the thing you have to do is keep a good 
organized system of the way things are 
supposed to work, Keep everybody 
informed, keep everything running 
smooth. Sometimes I think — Gawd, 
there’s just no way! Everything is so 
haywire — but later on during the day 
everything falls into place and mellows 
out, 

“The major problem is just trying to 
keep eight riders happy. Especially 
when we have different companies 
sponsoring us which helps to make up 
some. of the income that keeps the 
team going. Getting eight riders to 
agree on using the same products is 
sometimes..a bit difficult. Riders are 
always. moody. I only have one rider 
who’s never moody. That’s Gary 
Denton. He's about the easiest guy to 
please. The others seem to always want 
to argue about something. Or just try 
to stand out above the other riders. I 
guess you can’t blame them though. 
Everybody wants to be the top LOP 
rider just like everybody that rides for 
Yamaha wants to be the top Yamaha 
rider and so on.” 

How about incentives? In order to 
be competitive, everybody needs an 
incentive and the LOP team is no 
different in. that respect. “A nice pat 
on the back is what they get from me. 
Last year we used to bonus $25 a 
holeshot. This year we're probably 
going to bonus $500 each race that 
they're top privateer at. It’s certainly 
not the factory set-up where they can_ 
bonus a rider thousands of dollars for 
winning a race. We just have to keep 
them pumped on doing it the hard 
way — on how much better it would 
feel to beat everybody the hard way.” 

Due to the high-bucks influence the 
factories have over racing in general, 
we asked Laurens if he felt the factory 
teams received any more preferential

Woods had already .won the

Bast. As they worked their way 
through traffic, Mike was closing 
down the gap. They were a quarter of 
a lap ahead of the rest of the field 
when the checkered flag came out with 


Woods first and Bast about 10 feet 
back in second. 

Now all that was left was the Scratch 
Main Event. If he won it he would be 
the second rider this year to win both 
mains in one night. (The other is Alan 
Christian.) 

But much more than that, Woods 
would be the first rider to sweep (win 
all his heat races, semis and mains) the 
whole show in over four years. The last 
rider to do that was his older cousin, 
Rick Woods. 

The Scratch Main was made up of 
Bob McClain, Steve Bast, Woods and 
Mike Bast. Woods started in the 
number four slot, right up against the 
crash wall, where he wanted to be: He 
got out quick and had the lead down 
the front straightaway. He took the 
long way around the far outside as 


Mike moved into the lead. Again, . 


Gene overtook him on the 


stràightaway, leading into the turn

with Mike coming out first every time, 
This went on all four laps, or eight 
corners; Woods into the turn first, 
Bast coming out first. In the last lap, 
Mike rode much farther off the inside 
pole than the other three laps.

It proved to be good stratėgy, and as 
they came down to the checkered flag, 
there was no room for Woods and 
Mike took the win. 

There was no contact at all, even 
though some fans booed, saying Bast 
squeezed Woods. out. I got both 
Woods and Bast in the pits as they 
were laughing about the race just 
ended, Question to Mike: “What do 
you think would have happened if you 
would have. knocked Woods off? 


` Would it be called foul and dangerous 


riding, or would you just have got 
scored as finishing last?” Answer: 
Before Mike could say a thing, Woods 
said, “Hey, that’s what racing is all 
about — good and close. And he does 
have five years of experience on me 
and I knew right where he was going.” 
They went back to joking about the 
race. 

Division Two honors went to Joe 
Meylor, his first victory on the smaller 
tracks this year. Joe is a First Division 
rider on the quarter-mile track at 
Ascot and gets into his share of main 
events.

Bob Balentine’s return to the 
desert is being felt as he once 
again dominates the races. The 
overall win went to none other 
than Bob at the Master Links-AMA D- 
37 point to’ point hare ‘n’ hound, with 
Lee Scheffers shooting past Mike 
Eckardt only a few miles from the 
finish to take second. iv 


The gasoline crunch is getting to be 
old news, but it is definitely a strong 
factor to be considered when, planning 
a race. The total entry was up to 202, 
over 30% higher than the week before, 
but much lower than “normal” race 
entries. 


On Sunday morning the riders lined 
up and anxiously awaited the start.. 
Nine o'clock came around, then 9:10, 
then 9:20. Word was passed down the 
line that the ambulance had not yet 
arrived. (Shades of last year!) Finally 
the club reset the start time to 10 a.m. 

The ambulance finally arrived after 
having been given the wrong time for 
the start. The banner went up at 10 
without any further hitch. 


The scramble to the bomb was led 
by Expert Greg Thomas and Amateur 
Paul Krause, two riders who found 
that it was fantastic to be leading the 
pack with no dust in front of them. 

Jeff Matthews had moved into the 
top 10 at the bomb before he crashed 
hard, literally demolishing his bike.

At 26th overall was the first lady, 
Trudy Beck, with Kelly Kline six slots 
behind her. 

First and second Senior 
Heavyweight Amateur spots went to 


Allan Tonkko and.Bob Jones, who had. 


a good battle going. First Trailbike 
belonged to Amateur Tim Sinclair. 
The first and second Trailbike Expert 
spots were being fought over by Cliff 
Thomas and Oren Beck, Jr. 


Two Novices were dicing it oùt for 
their division lead: C biker Pete Postel 
and 250cc rider Mike Easley. A C 
rider, Gregg Whitehorn, led the 
Beginner class. 

The pits were a breather for the 
two-loopers, but for the Beginners and 
Novice Trailbikes, it meant the finish 
line. Whitehorn held onto the lead 
while pie-plater Mike Cantrall took 
second. Heavyweight rider Terry 
Thompson was third. First 250cc rider 
was Mark Baldwin and first Trail 
honors went to Duane Summers with 
fellow Trailbike rider Phil Mendoza 
close behind.

treatment on the national circuit than 
a privateer team would. His reply was 
rather surprising. “No, not with us 
anyway, because we're a big team. 
The AMA is good to us. I don’t have 
any gripes or problems about the 
AMA. But the AMA had better favor 
the factories because that’s what's 
making. racing big. The Superbowl 
wouldn't draw 70,000 people to watch 
privateers race. Those people come 
out to see the exotic equipment and 
the high-dollar riders. 

“As a matter of fact it gets right 
down to the claiming rule. There 
shouldn't be a claiming rule. If there's 
a privateer who's good enough to 
compete against the factories — can 
can give them any kind of a run for the 
money — he’s going to get sponsored. 
Bob Hannah, Broc Glover; they didn’t 
start out with factory bikes yet they got 
factory rides. Anybody with enough 
natural talent to win a National 
Championship event is going to get 
that factory ride. 


“I think all the claiming rule does is 
slow down the sport. People aren’t 
going to go to a Supercross to watch a 
bunch of guys ride stock bikes. The 
claiming rule has finally been 
suspended but if they put it back into 
force,- we're going to be hurtin’. 
They're. finally starting to realize how 
stupid it was. 

“Like when the guy claimed Tripes’ 
bike. Suppose Tripes hadn’t had a 
second bike. He was running second in 
points. Here’s Honda's chance to get a 
National Championship and what 
happens? Someone claims his bike! But 
flow Hannah, Howerton and Weinert 
still have their works bikes. Is Tripes 
supposed to go out,and win on a 
production bike? 

“It’s not even legal! It may be within 
the rules that Roder can take the bike 
away, but afterwards, if Jon R had 
wanted to do so, he could have gone to 
the truck, taken the bike and handed 
the guy back his check and a bill of 
sale. I think he would have been 
perfectly within his legal right to do so. 
It’s almost a hoax. 

“The AMA was under the impres- 
sion that everyone wanted a claim- 
ing rule, except for the big factories. 
But that’s not true. Anybody who 
has any interest in the sport, and 
the future of the sport, realizes that 
the claiming rule is just going to hurt 
it.” 

From what we learned about 
Laurens Offner in the short span of a 
couple of hours through tossing 
questions and replies back and forth 
between the tape recorder, it was 
obvious that the 21-year-old entre- 
preneur has a relatively firm grasp on 
what's happening that tends to belie his 
age. And that impression is 
commendable considering he finished 
only three years of high school. But, 
that’s not to say anyone in high school 
right now who finds the same old daily 
routine is a slow moving drag should 
run right out and try to set up shop. 
It’s taken four long, hard years for him 
to get even this far. If he can afford it, 
Laurens hopes to open a shop in 
California next year. It’s not easy ‘to 
test new bikes when there's three feet 
of snow on the ground in Waukegan... 

In the meantime, the LOP Race 
Team, as of this writing, plans to show 
up at Carlsbad for a shot at the USGP. 
Mark Gregson, Ron Pomeroy, David 
Taylor and Gary Denton will ride the 
250cc Support class. Steve Stackable 
and Greg Theiss will contest the 500cc 
International class. If you plan on 
attending the race, by all means, let 
these riders know you admire their 
efforts. Remember — they're doing it 
the hard way. e

CORONA, CA, MAY 28 

An estimated 850 riders came 
out to Corona Raceway, braving 
gas crisises and threatening skies 
to participate in the annual Me- 
morial Day Grand Prix.

When they came around for the first 
lap, Wigington had already pulled a 
big lead over the second place battle 
between Tom Burgess (Yam) and Jim 
Tarantino (Suz). That lead remained 
large until the final laps of the race 
when Wigington fell and dropped 
back to third.

Then Lawrence started to 
build up a huge lead while Phil 
Thorstensen (Hon) battled with 
Griewe. Thorstensen passed Griewe, 
then was passed back, and then passed 
Griewe again in an unusually close 
race. But Thorstensen crashed hard at 
high speed, ending his race early.

SRA GP riders do 
it in the fog

Craig Adams overcame fog, Mike 
Baker and Ted VandenRaadt for 
the overall win in the 250cc class 
race. Baker, on a Can-Am, held 


the lead for half of the hour-long race 
before going out with engine 
problems. VandenRaadt kept his 
Yamaha close enough to Adams’ KTM 
to make this a really competitive race 
and took an impressive second.

The thick fog that covered most of 
the course for the first race lifted as the 
mighty Minis roared off the line and it 
seemed Bellflower Yamaha riders 
would monopolize the lead. Thirteen- 
year-old Kevin Senn, “The Bullit,” 
and 12-year-old Dave Trager moved 
out front, and by the second lap, had 
quite a lead. (This was Senn’s first ride 
since January when he was injured by a 
pit racer.) When Senn went out with a 
flat front tire, the race appeared to 
belong to Trager. On the last lap, 13- 
year-old Barry Crawford, a desert 
rider, moved his Suzuki in front of 
Trager and claimed the checkered. 
Tommy Combs took third, followed by 
John Burr's “Racin’ Jason” Prater. 

The third race, the Open class, had 
several favorites from the 250cc race: 
Mike Baker, overall winner in this one, 
Charles Welk and Craig Adams. 
Welk, on a 250cc Yamaha, had a short 
lived lead. On the second lap Baker 
took over and this time his Can-Am 
ran like a top.

The second moto was no different for 
Azar. He grabbed the holeshot and 
managed to hold it although he said 
that he tired toward the end. He ran 
two classes for a total of four motos. 
No wonder! Mike McCormick (Yamaha 
of Salem) got a good start the second 
125cc Pro moto and was able to hang 
in there most of the time and wound 
up fourth overall for the day. Van 
Epps hounded Azar the second moto 
but just couldn’t make the pass and 
had to be content with a 2-2 day and 
second overall. Didier hung in with a 
top finish and got third overall. 


Thirty-one 250cc Pros roared off the 
line and again it was Clay Azar 
sweeping his Yamaha to the lead.

Seattle road race 
opener: Scratchin’ 
for bucks and brass

AUBURN/KENT, WA, MAY 20 
Who'd believe it? Fun in the sun 
— in “rainy” Seattle! The season 
opener of the Washington 
Motorcycle Road Racing Asso- 
ciation had. the makings: of a spring 
classic — bikini-clad young ladies 
turning lobster-red from the unaccus- 
tomed. exposure, while a 200-rider 
field went scratchin’ for trophies and 
cash on the up-down 2.5 mile Seattle 
International Raceway road circuit. 

Canadian Greg McRae and Seattle's 
1978 GP champion Bruce Lind both 
cashed in in a pair of GP classes (going 
home better than $100 richer), while 
Keith Pinkstaff had a field day in two 
Production classes, and Castle Rock 
TT veteran Randy Skiver scored in 
Open Cafe. Each class ran a pair of 
heat races, with final tallies 
determined by “moto” scoring based 
on heat finishes. The second set of 
heats had to be shortened slightly, 
because S.I.R. is presently running 
“under the gun” due to noise regs, and 
Sunday racing must finish by 5:30 
p-m. 

WMRRA runs a feisty class of single 
cylinder GP bikes — Open and 250cc 
divisions that run in a combined heat 
with 125cc GP. The class is a roosting 
place for the strange, the odd, and the 
downright neat machinery. Where else 
could a Suzuki RE-5 rotary. 
consistently win? Joe Rodgers,’ a 
perennial points-earner, did it again, 
overhauling 250cc winner Dan Zlock 
(Mon) in both heats, with a 500cc BSA 
in there stirring things up as well. 

Frank Forster, on the Beezer with 
the Union Jack gastank, rode so many 
classes he was hard to keep track of. 
He finished second in Open Single 
Heat 1, blew away the spectators on 
Martini Point by gobbling mid-pack

Open Production bikes on both sides 
in the chicane, then rode to a fourth in 
Heat 1 of 550cc Cafe; but during the 
second round of Heats, the venerable 
thumper quit running in protest. 

The 410cc Production Heats were 
cliffhanger duels between Keith 
Pinkstaff and Brian Sutton, both 
Yamaha-mounted. Sutton drafted 
Pinkstaff in Heat 1 until the sixth lap, 
then slingshotted around him at the 
start/finish with a “Hah, gotcha!” 
sideways look as he went past. In Heat 
2, Sutton led from the start, but 
Pinkstaff stayed right on him, leaning 
hard. Near mid-race, Sutton slammed 
a pipe into the ground at turn four 
(one of the downhill hairpin esses), got 
sideways, and Pinkstaff closed the gap 
to near-nothing. White’ flag lap, 
Pinkstaff just squeezed by; then 
Sutton’s bike spit its chain off coming 
out of turn four, and suddenly it was 
done. Pinkstaff went on to score 
double wins in Open Production and a 
third’ in Open Cafe on a self-sponsored 
Suzuki. 

In 250cc GP, Bruce Lind lost the 
first heat by split-seconds as Allan 
Seddon passed him coming out of 
turns nine/10 under the white flag. 


Lind came back to score the second: 


heat and take the class on moto points, 
as Seddon and Greg McRae trailed. 

Lind ran off and hid from the Open 
GP first Heat, surprising even himself. 
“Usually, McRae, Dunn and those 
guys give me a run,” he said between 
Heats. “But you gotta figure, for 
them, this is the first race of the 
season. The week’s practice down in 
Daytona — it really helped.” 

By second Heat, McRae and Jim 
Dunn were both on the bubble. Lind 
took an early lead, but Dunn managed 
to scoot around by lap four, while 
McRae hovered right in zapping 
distance. Then somebody dumped a 
stream of oil from turn four clear 
down the back stretch, causing four 
mid-pack riders to come off in quick 
succession. In the resulting confusion, 
the lead trio shuffled spots again. 
McRae came out on top of the deck for 
a 2-1 score and the overall win. 

The 550cc Cafe was a very large and 
scrappy class. Winner Jerry Whitlow 
on (get this) a street legal TD-3 
Yamaha took the class with a 1-1 
score, but not before Garry Gallagher 
(who seized Greenlake Kawasaki's 
“Rabbit Bike” the first Heat) made 
him scratch hard for the final win. 

Open Cafe was dominated by 
Randy Skiver (Suz) with 1-1 finishes; 
the only rider who could stay close was 


Dan Freeman (Suz), who trailed Skiver ` 


by a few seconds both Heats, 
The spectator “Oooh and Aaah” 





class had to be the 750cc/Open 
Production, what with riders bouncing 
the big Production bikes’ bulky 
undercarriage off the red/yellow 
striped car curbs on both sides of the 
chicane. The 750cc: Production 
winner, Rocky Phoenix (Hon) actually 
led the first go-round through mid- 
race before Open winner Pinkstaff 
(Suz) powered around. 

Phoenix’s Honda was one of several 
shop-sponsored and privateer entries 
of the new DOHC 750 Four, making 
its Northwest competition debut with 
a splash. 

A small sidecar field rounded out 
the program. Canadians Hobbs/ Lloyd 
(Kaw) took the overall’ over the 
surviving Triumph Trident outfit of 
Wildman and Wildman. Fitting 
names for a sidehack crew, don’t you 
think?

horde of riders. When the dust cleared 
Bowen was okay — in fact he ended up 
fifth in the moto — but the lead had 
gone to Jerry Genovese. Thé Suzuki- 
mounted rider led through the front 
section of the course but lost traction 
on a tight corner near the old windmill 
and fell. 

Jeff Nicholson (Suz) inherited the 
lead and held off a strong challenge’ by 
Mike Randal (Suz) for the rest of lap 
one. Randal kept the pressure on and 
slipped by Nicholson as the two went 
under the oak tree at the beginning of 
the second lap. 

There is one very tight, first gear 
turn around a big eucalyptus tree 
which csaused problems for quite a 
few riders during the day. One of the 
first to fall prey to this tricky turn was 
Nicholson, who installed his motor as 
he rounded the corner while trying to 
get the lead back from Randal. 

When Nicholson stalled, Don 
Poetzsch (Suz) grabbed the second 
place spot and moved up to dice with 
Randal. The two riders went at it hot 
and heavy until near the end of the 
race when Poetzsch also fell by the 
eucylaptus tree. He was able to get 
going in time to hang on to his second 
place spot and. crossed the line a little 
behind Randal. 

The second moto saw Randal with 
the first lap lead but. as fate would 


have it, he crashed right near the same 


spot, under the windmill, where he 
had gained the lead in moto one. Sam 
Knowlton (Suz), who had finished a 
strong third in ‘the first round, took 
over the lead when Randal crashed 
and held it until the end of the moto, 
fighting off a hard charge by Jerry 
Genovese and Raymond Castro (Suz). 
The overall went to Knowlton by 
virtue of his consistency. 

The second 125cc’ Novice division 
saw a good dice between Mark 
Mellander (Suz) and Earl Tanner 
(Yam) in the first moto. The two 
swapped the lead for a few laps until 
Jack Genovese (Hus) came up in third 
place to play with the leaders. 
Genovese was able to slip by Tanner 
for second place as Mellander crossed 
the finish line in first. 

Moto two found hard-charging Jack 
Barton (Yam) leading the first four 
laps, holding off a determined 
Mellander who wanted to repeat his 
first moto win. Genovese was way back 
in fourth at the end of the second lap 
but began to work his way up. He 
slipped by Mellander with two laps to 
go and put some heavy pressure on 
Barton. With only half a lap left in the 
race Barton slipped up om a corner 
and both Genovese and Mellander 
zipped by. Genovese rode on to the win 
with Mellander finishing second.

For the most part, the 250cc Expert 
class was a follow the leader event in 
both motos. But in the second round, 
Maico rider Dean Wiggins put on a 
strong ride that is well worth 


mentioning. Wiggins had finished’ 


second in the first moto behind Jerome 
Heiberger (Mai) but in heat two he 
charged to the lead right off the start 
and by the end of the moto he had 
built up a 46-second lead, one of the 
longest ever recorded at the Ridge 
Runners’ track. 

Jeff Watts also looked sharp in the 
second 250cc Expert moto, coming 
from last place to finish second, which 
put him in the runner-up position in 
the overall standings. 

Steve Kusanovich (Yam) put on a 
good ride in the first moto of the Open 
Amateur event. Kusanovich was out of 
the top five at the end of lap one but 
began to pick his way through traffic, 
gaining one position per lap until he 
was closing on the leader; Mike Lane 
(Yam). Kusanovich tried for two laps 
to find an opening but Lane rode well, 
blocking in the corners and taking the 
fast line down the bumpy straights. 
Finally, with only two laps to go, Lane 
picked the wrong line going under the 
oak tree and Kusanovich capitalized 
on the error by slipping by into the 
lead and “hanging on until the 
checkered flag. 

“Moto two of the same class saw

Texas Series 
Championship MX: 
Oakhill

FT. WORTH, TX, MAY 13 

The third round of the 1979 
Texas’ Series Motocross Cham- 
pionships were held at Oakhill 
Motocross track, north of Ft. 
Worth. Oakhill, a challenging and 
deceptively tricky natural terrain 
course, hosted its first ever Texas 
Championship race in the eight year 
history of the series; and most of the 
competitors agreed that the track 
provided a suitable battleground to 
help determine the 1979 Texas 
Champions. 


Danny Doss, from Ft. Worth, found 
the Oakhill track manageable enroute 
to the 125cc Expert class win on a 
Honda; Dallas speedster Darren 
Rhoten was simply incredible winning 
the 250cc Expert class on a Honda; 
Monte Anderson from Dallas had to 
slug it out with the troops for victory in 
the Open Expert class and predictably 
Wyman Priddy, from Ft. Worth, won 
the Over-30 Expert go, on a Honda. 


The Oakhill Motocross track is 
lapped fastest if a rider can figure out 
the certain rhythm that is required 
once the track becomes ridiculously 
rough, as it did for the Expert/ 
Intermediate afternoon motos. A sort 
of bouncing ballet is the fastest step; 
and Dallasite Darren Rhoten (CSM 
Honda) danced his way through two 
beautifully orchestrated 250cc Expert 
motos. 


In the first moto Darren jumped out 
front ahead of David Greenhill (C-A), 
Dennis Goodson (Suz), Gary Graham 
(Suz), Mike Jones (C-A), and Monte 
Anderson (Mai). On the third lap 
Rhoten opened up a sizable margin 
after cranking out a one minute 56 
seconds lap time that was fastest of the 
day. Though losing ground to the 
leader, Monte Anderson was the man 
on the move in the next several laps as 
he picked off Jones and Graham, but 
fell short of David Greenhill at the 
flag. At the finish Rhoten held a 20 
second advantage. over the tight

Wyman Priddy jumped back into the winner's circle at the Oakhill round o 


twosome of Greenhill and Anderson 
with Mike Jones fourth, 

The second moto was a repeat of the 
first as Rhoten could do no wrong. 
Among the leaders at the start were 
Goodson, Randy Wallace, Jones, 
Greenhill and Tom Holtan. Once 
again Monte Anderson suffered 
through a poor start but was charging 
toward the front. With Can-Am riders 
Dennis Goodson and Mike Jones 
scrapping for second, Anderson 
slipped around Greenhill’s Can-Am 
but their dice was so furious that this 
pair caught the Goodson-Jones battle. 
Meanwhile, Rhoten was stretching out 
to an eventual 15 second lead by 
moto’s end. The flying foursome that 
comprised the fight for second 
entertained the crowds for the last’four 
laps and was a remarkable display of 
close-quarter drill. Anderson managed 
to fight his way past Goodson and then 
Jones for second in the moto and 
second overall. 

Danny Doss on the D-FW Honda 
CR accomplished today what he was 
expected to do at least once during the 
four race Texas Series. Danny, like the 
other Dallas area Experts that 
dominated the professional divisions, 
was quite familiar with the track, but 
so were another half-dozen of his 
competitors. This made for an 
excellent close fought motocross in the 
125cc Expert class, some of the best 
seen during the Championships. 

The start of moto one saw Mel 
Newman and Richard Reeves, on 
Suzukis, leading the Hondas of Mickey 
Pizzitola, Danny Doss and Dennis 
Brand. Newman, the 1977 125cc 
Expert champ, exploded on lap two on 
the way to a big lead. Behind 
Newman, three riders including 
Reeves, Pizzitola, and Doss took up the 
fight for the runner-up position. 
Further back, Lake Whitney winner 
Dennis Brand entertained Kirk Dillon 
(Suz) for fourth. Houston winner Glen 
Johnson was blitzing after a poor start 
from fifth. In the next several laps 
Doss and Brand fought their way into 
the second and third positions, but 
were still many seconds behind 
runaway leader Mel Newman. Johnson 
continued to close on the leaders and 
disposed of Dillon before catching up 
to Reeves. Besides Newman's easy 
moto victory, it was non-stop action 
for the-next finishing spots. The Doss 


_ and Brand Honda battle was decided 











right at the finish line favoring Danny. 
A late charging Kirk Dillon (Denton 
Suzuki) picked off Glen Johnson on the 
final lap for fourth. 

The start of the second moto was 
dramatic for two reasons. First, Mel 
Newman crashed and had to restart 
dead last, throwing the possibility of 
overall victory into the hands of 
others. Second, Newman’s subsequent 
charge to the front was a highlight of 
the 1979 series. By the second lap of 
the moto the frontrunners were Jimmy 
Martin (Suz), Doss, Reeves, fast- 
closing Dennis Brand and Kirk Dillon. 
Richard Reeves (Arlington Suzuki) 
took the lead on lap four as Martin 
seemed to fade; the top four riders 
were still within a second of each 
other. Newman was by now mid-pack 
and closing. At the halfway point in 
the moto Reeves, Martin, and Doss 
battled for the lead. Dillon and Brand 
were comfortable back in fourth and 
fifth with Newman closing. In the next 
few laps Doss went nuts and took the 
lead; Martin and Reeves fell back; 
Dennis Brand and Kirk Dillon moved 
into third and fourth; and Newman 
was running 12th and closing. Once 
again the Hondas of Doss and Brand 
were out front, putting on a hell of a 
show that carried right to the finish 
line. Danny took the moto and the 
overall by mere inches. Reeves took 
third, a recovered Dillon fourth, and 
Mel Newman flashed across the line in 
seventh, having passed four riders on 
the final lap for fourth overall. 

Monte Anderson (Mai) survived the 
Open Expert contests to win the 
overall after two stunning moto 
victories that featured the toughest 
fighting of all the classes. Anderson 
was third starting the first moto 
behind Kirk Spencer (Yam) and 
Houston winner David Boles (Mai). 
Mitch Milson (KTM) moved up to join 
Anderson as Boles dropped out with 
mechanicals and Spencer was opening 
up a gap. Anderson caught Spencer's 
Yamaha two laps later and took the 
lead, but he couldn't escape as 
Spencer tenanciously tried to, regain 
the lead right to the finish. 





Flyin’ Bryan” Taylor devastated the Senior Minicycle classes at Oakhill. 





Spencer powered the Carter’s 
Yamaha back to the lead starting the 
second moto and Anderson was 
fourth. Spencer held the first position 
three laps later but was chased by 
Milson’s KTM and Anderson's Maico 
five seconds back. Milson took the lead 
on the next lap and Anderson caught 
up to challenge. For the next two laps 
the three swapped the lead several 
times before Spencer crashed in front 
of Anderson and Milson. Anderson 
was entangled in Spencer's bike: and 
Milson took the opportunity to regain 
the lead. But it wasn’t over yet. 
Anderson pulled it out on the final~ 
lap, passing Milson for the win and the 
class title. Spencer recovered for third 
in the moto and overall behind Mitch 
Milson. 

D-FW Honda-mounted Wyman 
Priddy got back on the winning trail 
after a sluggish showing in the Rio 
Bravo mud. Priddy won the first race 
by passing early leaders Earl Cherry 
and Pete Perry (Suz). The second 
moto he holeshot the start and breezed 
to the finish ahead of Cherry and 
Perry again. Tom Hollister and Vic 
Doyle had a fine race in the final moto 
for fourth and fifth overall. 

The 125 and 250cc Intermediate 
classes were split into two heats and a 
consolation to determine the fastest 
riders to comprise the final points 
rewarding moto. On the final lap of 
the 125cc Intermediate contest, Danny 
Scheffler from Galveston headed into 
a downhill gully with three other riders 
only inches apart to decide what was at 
that time a race very much in doubt. 
Scheffler (Hon) came out of that 
fateful gully in the lead and won the 
sprint to the finish for the victory and 
valuable championship points. Randy 
Mansell (Suz) led the entire moto until 
crashing in that section, giving the 
lead to Scheffler who barely held off 
Kawasaki-mounted Craig Riddle and 
Honda ace Ben Theriot at the 
checkered flag. 

“Bullet Ben” Theriot, from 
Denham Springs, Louisiana, had 
trailed a couple of Texans in the 125cc 
race. That wasn’t the story in the 
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Houston's Jimmy Mayo slides into a 250cc Pro win at the Rio Bravo ST opener. 





250cc Intermediate event. “Bullet” 
grabbed the lead at the start over 
Texans Troy Rogers and Tommy 
Cureton, both on Hondas, as was 
Theriot, Dennis Hawthorne and Brent 
Johnson. When Rogers crashed 
Theriot seized the opportunity to open 
up a 15 second lead by the end of the 
race for the overall, beating Rogers, 
Tom Curry, Hawthorne and Johnson. 


Chuck Nichols, from Lone Star, 
rode a Suzuki to the Open 
Intermediate win defeating a strong 
contingent of north Texas riders who 
were far superior to those from other 
parts of the state. In the first moto 
Nichols finished several seconds ahead 
of early leader Eric Berg (Yam), Joey 
Skinner (Yam), and a close fourth 
place dice between Chuck Taylor and 
Dan Lackey. In the final moto Berg 
again took the lead as Nichols was 
fourth at the start behind Tom 
Johnson (Mai) and Lackey (Yam). For 
the rest of the moto the top riders 
closed it up and ended an exciting 
moto only seconds apart. Chuck 
Nichols managed to fight his way to 
the front for the overall, inches ahead 
of Lackey, Berg, Taylor and Johnson. 

Bryan Taylor is approaching 
superstar status in Texas motocross. 
“Flyin Bryan,” from Bandera, again 
devastated the Senior Minicycle class 
on his Yamaha Int.-TCR Racing 
YZ80, finishing 10 seconds ahead of 
David Douglass (Kaw) and Greg Fouts 
(Yam) in the first moto. He ran away 
with the second race beating Fouts, 
Ben Theriot (Suz), Carroll Richardson 
(Suz) and David Douglass. Taylor's 
conquest of the Senior Minicycle class, 
after three rounds of this year’s 
championship, is about as thorough as 
General Sherman's march to the sea 
in the Civil War. 


At least in the 100cc class Ben 
Theriot made it interesting in the final 
moto by catching Taylor on the second 
lap. It was a dramatic showdown 
between Texas’ and Louisiana's finest 
but Theriot could never fluster the 
ultra-smooth Taylor and ended up 
second overall. Greg Fouts, Ben 


Clemens, and Tim Butler had their 
own furious dogfight for the next 
overall positions. 

Glen Goodier,. from Irving, won the 
125 and 250cc Novice classes today 
and finds himself the favorite in both 
classes for the championships. For the 
first time in the series eliminations 
forced all the fast riders to face off in 
one final moto and in both divisions 
Goodier came out on top of the heap. 
The Honda rider is as fast as anyone 
he has to race, and being more 
consistent than most put him into the 
two overall wins. Goodier beat Honda 
riders David Scheffler, Darren McKee, 
and Randy Squier in the 250cc class; 
Suzuki riders Jerry Skinner and John 
Rodd and brother Gene Goodier in the 
125cc class. 

Houston locals Eddie Vreeland in 
the 50cc’s and Stacy Marek in the 
Junior Minicycle shocked everyone by 
winning their classes, riding a track 
they had never seen before. Marek was 
so far ahead of his Rose-Rich Yamaha 
he seemed almost bored by the 
completion of the second moto. 


Vreeland won a tough fight with Peter - 


Thornfield in his first moto and then 
lost a hair-raiser to defending Texas 
Series champ Angie Scott in the final 
50cc moto. Vreeland took the overall 
over Houston riders Scott Thomas and 
Blake Garland. 

Jim Calvert, from Cleburne, took 
the Over-30 Junior Division after 
winning the first moto in a close finish 
with Jerry . Hawkins, Dwight 
Leatherwood, and Alan Davis. Bob 
Pope, the winner of the first two 
championship rounds, crashed hard in 
this moto and was eliminated. Jack 
Wallace led all of the second moto 
after passing Calvert's Suzuki at the 
start but Calvert’s second was good 
enough for the overall beating 
Leatherwood and Hawkins for the top 
positions.

King of the Hill title 
still up for grabs

The race for the “King of the 
Hill” championship in Texas is 
really mixed up. After four 
climbs there are now four top 


time winners and Tom Anderson has 
added his name to the growing list.

Honda. 

David Anderson matched his dad's 
two victories with wins in the 100 and 
250cc classes on Yamahas. He found 
the path in the 100cc class with a ride 
that took 15:02 seconds. David 
followed the same trail in the 250cc 
class but only 13:77 seconds passed 
while he was going to the top this time. 

Henry Polley had the second fastest 
time of the day in the 750cc class on a 
Triumph. He used 12:03 seconds to go 
over the hill with a knobby tire. Until 
late in the second round it looked like 
his time was going to stand. For the 
Exhibition class he changed to a metal 
bladed tire/double swingarm 
combination. On his second run he 
tore four blades off the tire. Russell 
Meeks said he saw something falling 
out of the sky after he passed~and 
thought he had thrown a rock up and 
killed a bird; but it was a piece of hist 
tire falling from 100 feet in the air. If 
Polley ever gets the gearing worked out 
for this combination it may be hard to 
beat. He also said that he was going to 
build the tire different next time.

. Minutes of their time. 


Then at least six riders, including 
one sidehack, took our riding cards or 
names to report the accident. 

Last but not least was Boy Scout 
Troop.501 and their leader, El Rey 
Ensch; a forest ranger out of the Red 
Box station; and a member of the 
International Race Rescue Crew. 

The ranger radioed Mill Summit 
and the ranger there told my wife 
where to meet us. The scouts helped 
me to splint my son’s leg and IRRC 
drove him to the ranger station. The 
scout leader rode my son’s bike to the 
station where we loaded it into my van 
and headed for Huntington Beach. 

This experience only convinced me 
more that when we bikers ‘stick 
together, we can overcome some big 
obstacles. 

Thanks again to all of those who 
helped me and my son.

Don't crossa da course 


I was involved in an accident which, 
unfortunately, seems to be on the rise 
rather than decline in our sport. Near 
the finish of a desert enduro, while I 
was riding at a high speed, -a young 
rider crossed the road (right near his 
parents’ motorhome) in front of me 
without: looking. In the resulting 
accident, both bikes were damaged, 
the young rider fortunately escaped 
injury, and I sustained a lower back 
injury. 

I have two purposes in writing this 
letter. First, and most important, 
thanks! Thanks to the person who 
summoned the ambulance, the 
members of the Sandblasters M.C. 





who cared for my gear and took me 
home from the hospital, the District 37 
rider who took my bike the remaining 
50 yards to the finish. Thanks to Tom 
and Glen in the ambulance, the 
hospital folks, and the young rider for 
immediately coming to my aid and not 
leaving. An apology is due to those 
who witnessed the incident. My 
language was rather bad. I’m sorry, it 
was said in hurt and anger. 

My second point is more difficult to 
make. An enduro is a race — just ask 
anyone who is running late. Crossing a 
race course is a risky business at best, 
but not looking is Russian roulette. To 
put it in simple terms, anyone who 
crosses a race course has just run a red 
light. Parents: Instruct your children 
to respect a cross country course as 
they would a motocross. I was late and 
running 70-75 mph on a flat road near 
to the finish. I am an “A” rider, but 
just could not react fast enough to 
avoid the young rider. Fortunately he 
was not injured, but it was an 
expensive lesson nonetheless. 

Let’s all use our common sense both 
on the course and in the pits.

Racer plays flagman 


On May 27 I attended a D-36 moto- 
cross at the Marysville E street track. 
For the race the promoter had laid out 
an excellent natural terrain track. 
Very long in length, it included many 
changes in elevation as well as many 
varied corners. Unfortunately these 
same qualities led-to a poor and 
dangerous race. 

After getting a poor start in the 
second 250 Pro moto I came upon a 
situation new to me at a motocross. 
Coming over a blind fifth gear rise in a 
straightaway I found a downed rider 
lying in the middle of the track. 
Slowing so as to miss the rider, number 








302 on Husky, I looked forward to the 
next corner and backward to the last 
visible spot on the track to see if 
anyone was coming to his aid. Seeing 
no flagman or spectators I stopped 
and ran to the rider’s side. What I 
found was an unconscious, but 
breathing body with a serious 
undetermined injury. Not, being 
trained for such emergency procedures 
I left the rider and placed tires in the 
straightaway to warn riders as they 
came around for their next lap. Next I 
rode my bike in the general direction 
of the ambulance and on the way 
stopped to notify the first visible 
flagman of the situation. I continued 
on to the starting area where I notified 
the referee and ambulance crew. I 
then rode all the way back to the scene 
of the accident to find a couple of 
spectators trying to aid the rider and a 
beginner flagman standing too close to 
the rider to be of much good. I 
instructed him to go further up the 
track as I stood in the middle of the 
track at the top of the rise to try and 
slow the approaching riders. As the 
riders came by I was generally 
appalled’ at the lack of responsible 
action on their part. One rider was 
even seen passing another between me 
and thé downed rider while the yellow 
flag was being waved. Luckily the 
downed rider only suffered a 
concussion and was safely removed 
from the track. 

Questioning the referee after the 
incident he said, “there is a flagman 
there and always was.” Returning to 
the scene on foot I surveyed it and the 
rest of the track on the far side of the 
bridge away from the start area. What 
I found were some 18 corners and five 
blind hills. Most of these were also 
shrouded by trees or bushes or both. 
There were a total of four flagmen in 
this area. From this information I 
cannot call the referee a liar, but I will 
say that he is ignorant and not 
responsive to his duties. 

This type of race is what is going to 
kill the sport of motocross, the sport I 
love and have made a big part of my 
life. Unless action is taken motocross 
will die by its own hands. In this 
particular incident, I would be 
partially consoled if the promoter will 
donate the $25 I paid to play flagman 
and the $24 I should have been paid if 
I was hired as a flagman, to the 
National Motorcycle Patrol so some 
decent emergency help can be present 
at his races.

to know the feeling of cracking on the 


gas and having the bike literally try to 


leap out of your grasp. It’s a thrill. 
Where did you get the nickname 
Rocket Rex? È 

I got it at a local track (Corona) that I 
used to race at in California. I guess 
you could say that I was a little crazy. I 
used to wheelie down one of the hills 
standing on the seat sort of steering 
with one hand and flashing the crowd 
the peace sign with the other. They 
loved it. I used to beat a lot of the top 
riders like Brad Lackey and John 
DeSoto. Someone just pinned Rocket 
Rex on me and it stuck. I’ve had 
people call me other names, but 
Rocket Rex is the one I answer to. 

Is Rocket Rex still the Rocket Rex of 
old? 

Oh, yeah. I'm still a little crazy. You 
have to keep the fans interested. I’m 
not crazy like the old days, but I still 
style a bit. Actually, you’ve got to be 
serious about your riding and pay 
attention. You've got to have a good 
bike, a good mechanic and have your 
head together if you want to be a 
winner and I want to be a winner. You 
may show off for the fans once in 
awhile, but racing is a serious business. 
Weren’t you almost a crash or win 
rider a few years ago? 

I guess I was. I always wanted to win 
and I didn’t like crashing, but 
sometimes it ended up that way. 
You’re one of the few factory riders 
who has paid his dues before getting 
his ride rather than jumping from 
local MX to factory ride. 

That's true, but I did have a chance 
for a factory ride with Suzuki when I 
was 17. My dad wouldn't let me take it 
and said that I had to finish high 
school. I did that and also went to 
college for a year. 

I rode for Honda in 1974, then left 
them at the end of the season and was 
going to ride for Maico. But that 
didn’t work out, and I finally rode for 
CZ. 

I was out of racing for about six 
months in 1975. The week after the 
USGP a guy in the pits at a race I was 
at got mad and hit me in the face with 
a wrench, breaking my nose. I had two 
operations to repair. the damage. The 
final operation was. to correct my 
vision. My eyes would go blurry and I 
wouldn't be able to see. I still can’t 
ride without goggles. 

I went to Harley-Davidson in 1976 


because I needed the money, and I, 


figured that with a little work we could 
have a pretty decent bike. I wasn't sure 
how competitive they would be, but I 
was willing to give it a try. 

When did you begin to ride for 
Bassett Racing? 

I saved my money and when I left 
Harley I decided to go it on my own 
again. I teamed up with John Bassett, 
and he helped me buy ‘my Yamahas 
and helped with the expenses. Things 
were pretty hard at first. I did all my 
own wrenching and then got a 
mechanic to help me with the bikes 
and the driving to the races. 

I had willpower and wouldn't give 
up. I gave my racing everything I had, 
and that’s what Yamaha finally saw, I 
believe. I don't give up and that is 
what they want —.a rider who always 
tries his hardest no. matter what. 


Has being married been a steadying 
influence on you? 

I would definitely have to say yes. You 
can marry a good one or a bad one, 
and I married a good one. Tawnta is 
always willing to help me with 


anything I need. She is always behind- 


me and is sort of an unofficial training

coach because she makes me get up 
and run — which is part of my 
training program — every morning. 
She's behind me 100%. 

She has a bike and I've taught her 
how-to ride. Now, whenever we're 
home, she wants to go out to the desert 
to ride. She likes to do what I like to 
do, and that keeps us together. 

I want to go to Europe:so that I can 

take her with me and have her see 
what's going on. She went with me 
when I raced in South Africa at the 
end of last year and we had a ball. 
Have you thought about what you'll 
do when you quit racing? 
I'd like to sponsor a rider or riders. I 
don’t want to drop out of the sport 
completely because it’s been good to 
me. I'm working on buying into some 
real estate. I've got my eye on about 40 
acres of land towards the desert where 
I can have my house and a shop. I like 
to work on my bikes and I think I’m a 
pretty good mechanic. I've noticed 
that most of the younger riders today 
don’t really know what makes a bike 
tick, what makes it work. They just 
jump on and ride. If you know what 
makes the bike work it helps the 
mechanic a lot. 


I want to be number one. I don’t 
like being number two. When I sit on 
the starting line and I see the number 
one plate on another rider’s bike, I 
sometimes feel like taking it off and 
putting it on my bike. However, you've 
got to earn it and it isn’t easy to be 
number one. 

The 500cc class this year will 
produce the most competitive racing 
of the National Championships. If you 
can make it this year then you will 
have proved that you. are’ definitely 
number one. 

What is your contract status with 
Yamaha? 

I have a one-year contract with 
Yamaha and, in some ways, | think 
that is the best way to have it. It makes 
you work harder. If a rider gets a two 
or three-year contract then he can 
cruise a bit in the first two years and 
give it hell the last year. If you've got a 
one-year contract and then get 
another one, you know you've earned 
it. 

You can’t slack off if you've got a 
one-year contract. I'm not saying you 
can win every week, but you can’t slack 
off any because there are plenty of 
other riders out there looking for a 
spot on a team. I think a rider should 
earn his contract and not have it given 
to him. One year at a time is fine with 
me. 

Who will you have to beat for the 
500cc title? 

There’ are a good five guys that have a 
shot at the title: Rick-Burgett, Danny 
LaPorte, Tommy Croft, Darrell Shultz 
and Marty Smith. I hope I come out 
on top. 

What type of training program do 
you have? 

I run, I ride and I try to eat the right 
things. I probably run and ride more 
than a lot of the other riders. I guess 
some would say I'm a fanatic. A lot of 
people don’t like to ride that much, 
but I do. I believe that the more you 
ride, the better you get. 

I don’t really want to give away my 
training secrets because I know that if 
I read about a good rider who runs, 
say, five miles a day to train than I'll 
go out and run six. Let’s just say that I 
train and train hard. 

You seem to be a positive thinker. 

You have to be that way. You have to 
think that you are going to win. If you 
don’t, there is no use in showing up at 
the track. If you think positive you'll 
be a better rider. Believe in yourself. ©.

Wise, Weinert duel 


under Superdome, 
Hannah clinches title

NEW ORLEANS, LA, JUNE 2 

Lap after lap, Honda’s Steve Wise and Kawa- 
saki’s Jimmy Weinert raced side by side for the 
lead at the Mr. Pibb Superdome Supercross. 


At times they were close enough to see the glis-

ing or the undetectable pause in the 
upshifting click to the next higher gear 
that would kick the screaming factory 
machines down the track. 

The lithe young body of Steve Wise 
strained to keep the exotic long-stroke 
Honda on two wheels between the 
ribbons and haybales bordering the 
perimeters of the course. As the 
veteran of American motocross, 
Jimmy Weinert, hung his sinewy body 
back over the rear fender of the lime 














green Uni-Trak Kawasaki, every 
muscle of his wiry frame struggled to 
maintain the lead he had taken at the 
start of the race. The kid from Texas 
looked for clean openings to pass and 
took them. Fighting back, the 
“Jammer” out-dove the kid going into 
turns with blocking moves that only 
come from experience. 

Weinert wanted this win. He 
wanted to prove he could win even 
when the odds were against him. He 
had to win to keep Yamaha's Bob 
Hannah from claiming his third 
consecutive AMA/Toyota Supercross 
Series Championship title. 

But Steve Wise wanted this win even 
more. For Wise, the third annual 
Superdome Supercross, promoted by 
Turnstile Promotions, was the 
culmination of concentration, desire 
and training which had begun months 
earlier and taken him to second place 
both nights of racing inside the 
Houston Astrodome. Since last March, 
Steve Wise had silently known he 
could win. 


“I told my friends I was going to win 
this one for them. For my mechanic 
Cliff White, and for my team manager 
Gunnar Lindstrom. They worked for 
this win as hard as I did. 

“Before the race I just stayed to 
myself...talking to no one and 
building myself up for the win.” 

The odds-on favorite for the Super- 
dome win, though, had been Bob 
Hannah. No one had taken seriously 
the full arm cast he had worn all week 
to promote the healing of the broken 
little finger he had injured two weeks 
earlier at the Southwick 250cc 
National. Skeptics figured it~ was 
nothing more than Hannah’s latest 
psych-out technique; to soak the cast 
off just hours before the race, then go 
out and pull off a runaway win in the 
evening's first qualifying race. 

By the time Hannah pulled up to 
the gate for the start of the 20-lap 
feature he msut have become a victim 
of reverse psych-out. His mind began 
to flash with appraisals of the situation 
... how bad his hand was hurting and 
the expectancy by everyone, including 
himself to win. 

“I couldn’t believe it,” said a 
shocked Larry Huffman from his 
announcing perch high over the 
Superdome raceway. “Hannah seemed 
to get a good start off the line, but by 
the time everyone reached the first 
turn he was dead last! He did manage 
to work his way up to sixth place by the 
end of the race.” 

There was no way though, that he 
could even come close to the leaders 
who were turning the same lap times. 

Twenty-four riders bolted their 
mounts out of the starting gate, 
leaving Gaylon Mosier, winner of the 
third qualifying moto of the evening, 
sitting on the line with a dead ignition 
system. His teammate, Weinert, 
roosted his Uni-Trak through the first 
turn sweeper with the lead. Wise was 
right behind, hot on the Jammer's 
knobby. Behind them reeled Semics, 
Shultz, Ward, Reid, Gibson, Bell, 
Gillman, Howerton, Handy and 
Tripes. 

The only factory star not to make 
the lineup was Honda's Marty Smith. 
After grabbing the lead of qualifying 
moto number one and then battling 
with Hannah for the win, Smitty was 
left sitting with a seized motor just one 
lap before the finish. 3 

Running wide open in an attempt to 
improve his fourth place position as 
the leaders came around to complete 
the first lap, Darrell Shultz hung his 
RH-250 Suzuki too wide out of a 
sweeping turn and found himself 
exploding through haybales on 
approach to a jump. Darrell and the 
Suzuki careened sideways amid flying 
hay off the jump and smacked into a 
television cameraman and_ Dirt Bike , 








magazine's Super Hunky. All three 
emerged from the mishap no more 
than badly shaken, but Darrell-was a 
lap down before he could get running 
again. 

For five laps Wise kept himself 
hanging off Weinert’s rear fender. 
The tricky sand track offered 
numerous lines to pass and on the fifth 
lap Wise pulled the fans to their feet as 
he edged past Weinert and into the 
lead. The Texas Tornado put a little 
distance on his adversary which only 
lasted for a few laps. Weinert 
consistently pulled back up to renew 
their battle in earnest. 


Meanwhile, the action behind the 
dueling duo kept the Superdome 
rocking with the screams and yells of 
40,000 spectators. Warren Reid 
pushed his way past Kawasaki’s Teenie 
Meanie, Jeff Ward, to. pressure 
teammate Semics and give Honda 
three of the four top positions. Ward 
was turning in a spectacular ride on 
what was nothing more than a box- 
stock production KX-250 — the 
untrickiest of the best performing 
machines among all the factory 
exotica. Handlebars were twisting in a 
fight between Yamaha’s Bell and 
Honda's Gibson for sixth place, and 
between Tripes, Gillman, Hannah, 
Howerton and LaPorte over eighth 
place as the race reached the halfway 
mark on lap 10. Steve Martin, riding 
under the Yamaha Support Team 
program and for Cycle Springs 
Yamaha in Tarpon Springs, Florida, 
was top privateer in 13th, 

On the 12th lap Weinert began to 
catch his second wind and closed up 
the 40-foot gap Wise had been holding 
on him for the lead. Their battle was 
renewed as Weinert pulled up beside 
Wise on every straight section of track 
and blackened the red rear fender of 
the RC Honda with front knobby 
prints in the turns. Their bikes 
scrambled for traction in the damp 
sand, shaking themselves. in violent 
shudders which the well conditioned 
athletes fought to control every time 
the powerbands reached their torque 
peaks in each gear. 

Both Mike Bell and Marty Tripes 
broke free of their skirmishes and 
moved up towards the leaders as well. 
Marty was obviously feeling none the 
worse from the Cycle News sponsored 
riverboat party the night before where 
he had won a $200 bet in chugging 
down a pitcher of gin. and tonic in 
record setting 42-second time. 
Hannah backed down from a counter- 
challenge from Marty to do the same, 
even when table stakes were raised to 
$500. 

“I called them the ‘Oh-me-ah-my- 
God whoops! That’s what I said every 
time I came up to those things, just 
gritted my teeth and blasted across,” 
explained a battle weary Weinert. 

The Superdome course is famous for 
its treacherous 150’ section of offset 
angled whoop-de-doos-which are set 
up to make them impossible for a rider 

“to ride across in any semblance of 
rhythm or style. Most riders just tried 
to roll their way across them slowly 
and stay up on two wheels. The faster 
riders were forcing each other to ride 
full-throttle across the tops of them 
and pray they came out alive at the 
other end. 

Weinert hit the “Oh-me-ah-my-God 
whoops” for the 15th time, pulling up 
beside Wise and then pushed slightly 
ahead as they dropped down into the 
mud hole in the next turn. The 
Jammer took the harder inside rut and 
pulled ahead to take the lead again as 
Steve swung wide and bogged for a 
"moment in the softer outside sections. 


Each lap Wise would pull up beside 
Weinert on the whoops as the two 
played with almost certain destruction 
and Wise tried to get back out in front

battle artists controlled 200 pounds 
each of gyroscoping, spine pounding, 
arm wrenching titanium, magnesium 
and aluminum factory motocross 
machines. On lap 18 Wise cut down 
across Weinert’s front wheel coming 
off the whoops to repass the Jammer in 
precisely the same mud hole turn he 
had been passed three laps earlier. 


Weinert stayed with Wise for one 
more lap, then “...I screwed up. I lost 
concentration in a turn and went 
down.” 


Quickly, the Jammer picked the 
fallen Kawasaki up and restarted it to 
hold on to his second place. But with 
just one lap to the finish line and Wise 
holding a comfortable 100 yard lead, 
the race was over. The entire crowd 
must have been imported from Texas. 
Their roar of applause as Steve Wise 
crossed his Honda over the finish line 
for the win nearly knocked the 
Superdome into the Mississippi River. 
Weinert was applauded just as heartily 
for his equally exciting performance. 


But the race wasn’t over yet. The 
crowd kept on screaming as Yamaha's 


Mike. Bell, closed. on. Warren Reid.. 


across the “Oh-me-ah-my-God” 
whoops and pulled dead even with 
Warren at the finish line. I would have 
called the finish a tie. The referee kept 
both riders anxiously waiting at the 


finish line for the results before .- 


officially awarding Daddy Longlegs 
Bell with third over Reid. The closing 
laps saw the battles behind resolve 
themselves with Tripes holding off 
Hannah for fifth, Semics bumped to 
seventh .with LaPorte trying to push 
him back even further. Ward and 
Howerton rounded out the top 10. It 
had been a fast, exciting and safe 
Supercross; one of the best of the year. 

By not finishing in first place 
though, Jimmy Weinert had allowed 
Hannah to unspectacularly collect his 
third Toyota/AMA Supercross Series 
Championship. Team Honda was 
more than excited with such strong 
performances by all its riders and 
especially Steve Wise in helping them 
to secure their first win of the year. 
And though the Supercross 
Championship is now decided, the 
racing itself seems to be better then 
ever with Hannah no longer proving to 


be a.certain winner. The racing should ; . 





be just as exciting for the next 
Supercross Series event, the Superbowl 
of Motocross at the Los. Angeles 
Coliseum in July. o

Jay Springsteen continued his recent domina- 
tion of Winston Pro Series events by racking up 
his third consecutive win and 24th career Na- 
tional with a green-light-to-checkered-flag ride 


in the Louisville Half Mile. 
Springsteen was again flanked 
by close friends from Michigan 
in the winner’s circle as Rookie 
of the Year candidate Scott Parker 


finished second with Randy Goss ` 


third. 

“Damn,” said Springsteen as he 
showed his expertise in opening the 
champagne, “I'm beginning to feel 
like a Klotz/’ Wiseco sandwich in these 
ceremonies,” referring to the sponsors 
of Parker and Goss. Last week it had 
been Garth Brow, also Klotz/Wiseco- 
sponsored, and Parker who did the 
sandwiching. 

Earlier in the day, Springsteen’s 
tuner Bill Werner was questioned on 
whether Steve Eklund’s 30 point lead 
was an insurmountable one. “If it were 
anyone else but Springer trying to 
close the gap I think it would be. But 
Springer is fired up, he doesn’t like to 
be behind.” 

Winston Pro Series points leader 
Steve Eklund saw his margin chipped 


away again. His fourth place finish, 
combined with Springsteen's win 
narrowed the spread down to 21 
points, 94 to 73. 

Randy Goss is also sweating. “He's 
getting too close for comfort,” said 
Goss about Springsteen afterwards. “I 
can feel his hot breath melting my 
two-point spread on him. Only he 
doesn’t want second, he wants first!”

Rookie of the Year candidate 
Charlie Roberts went wire-to-wire in 
the final semi, but it was a battle to the 
flag with, Terry Poovey aboard a 
Harley wrenched by Sonny Burres. 
The final lap saw Poovey trying to 
stick a wheel inside Roberts in every 
corner and coming up short at the 
finish line. The grid for the National 
was now set. 


National 


The threat of rain moved the 
National in front of the Trophy Race 
in the program. Scattered drops were 








falling as the 14 riders moved to the 
line. 

Springsteen, on the 
(grandstand) pole was flanked to the 


outside 


left by Keener, Eklund, Kidd, 
Pearson, Parker, Graham, Goss, 
Boody, Bushman, Hank Scott, 
Crabbe, Roberts and Schaeffer. To his 
right sat a cheering sell-out crowd. 

The National was only a race for the 
win until turn two. Springsteen, 
coming off the line a little slowly, 
executed a beautiful sweeping ride on 
the high line just a breath away from 
the haybakes and spewed a roostertail 
of limestone on all. Diving from the 
high line in turn two, he came up with 
the lead as the pack hit the back 
stretch. 

That was it; however, you could 
always tell where he was. by the sound. 
Tuner Bill Werner has modified the 


timing on one of his bikes, producing a . 


“twingle,” a sort of twin/single varia- 
tion which has the sound of a four- 
stroke single. Bart Markel has tried 
out the theory as far back as 1972 and 
proved it would work. It must, 
Springer has used the bike for all three 
National wins. 

Meanwhile, Hank Scott was doing 
his best to stay within striking distance 
on his Patrick Racing Hatley while 
holding off Kidd, Eklund, Goss, 
Parker, Boody, Crabbe and Graham. 

The swapping of places behind 
third continued furiously until lap six 
when Kidd moved around Scott as he 





slowed with undisclosed problems. 
Two more laps and Hank was a 
spectator. 

Goss and Parker, moving from sixth 
and seventh, were now ‘third and 
fourth. The battle was on. On the next 
lap, Parker moved around Goss’ John 
Apple prepared mount to take third as 
Eklund felt the pressure of Graham. 

Keener had moved from last off the 
starting line to eighth with Boody, 
Pearson, Roberts and Bushman 
trailing. Schaeffer had already blown 
an engine on lap five, and Bushman 
was due to hit the pits with the same 
problem on lap 10. 

At the halfway flags, Springsteen 
was still working his “ride it high in 
turns one/two and low in three/four,” 
strategy. Kidd, Parker and Goss were 
trying their own methods in a fluid- 
moving second place battle. 

Graham and Eklund were having 
their own discussion over fifth with 
Eklund gaining the upper hand on lap 
12. “I tried a pair of swimmer’s goggles 
on before the start,” said Eklund, “but 
they didn’t fit tight enough. The dust 
bothers my eyes badly.” 

By lap 15 the field seemed set with 
Springsteen out front, Kidd/Parker/ 
Goss in second and Eklund/Graham in 
fifth with Keener seventh. 

On lap 19 that all changed. Kidd’s 
front cylinder blew and Parker took 
the opportunity to grab a little 
breathing room in’ second. “I can't 
believe it, I can’t believe it,” was all 


Kidd could mutter in his disappoint- 
ment. 

“Watch out, that’s the word,” said 
an elated Springer, while both Parker 
and Goss shared the champagne. 
“Hey,” said Parker, “make sure you 
put in a good word for Tex Peel. He 
built my engine and it’s a heck of a 
strong one.” 


Trophy Race 


“T had all the right combinations,” 
said Terry Poovey after winning the 
Trophy Race: “But they wert a little 
too late.” Poovey, aboard the Sonny 
Burres tuned/Fun, Fun, Fun-sponsored

A prelude to the fiercest battle in World 
Championship history

Things were looking bleak. From the American 
viewpoint, the 1979 500cc World Champion- 
ship MX Series couldn’t have gotten off to a 
less auspicious start. This was the year Brad 


Lackey was to give America a 
World Championship. But a 
year-end switch to Team Kawasaki 
with its radical new Uni-Trak 
420cc tractor had Brad jet-setting his 
way from Europe to America to the 
Kawasaki factory in Japan to sort out 
intial teething problems. 

Even the World Champions looked 
like history. In pre-season Internation- 
al races in Europe both Roger 
DeCoster and Heikki Mikkola bit the 
dust. Suzuki’s five-time 500cc World 
Champ DeCoster suffered a broken 
collarbone just four weeks before the 
series started. Yamaha's three-time 
reigning World Champion Mikkola 
tore his knee in a mud race about the 


same time, and the doctors said there 
was no way they would be racing again 
before mid-summer. 


Even young American hopeful 
Chuck Sun on Husqvarna broke his 
wrist while out practicing in the 
Swedish snow on his bikg. It was a bad 
start for what was expected to be a 
good year in the 500cc class. 

But by the time the first race took 
place in Austria back in April, the 
situation began taking an exciting 
about-face. Lackey had the Kawasaki 
just about sorted out. Both DeCoster 
and Mikkola showed up with their 
still-unmended injuries and gutted 
their way through practice like the 
dedicated veterans they are. DeCoster 


had recovered enough to finish as high 
up in one moto as fourth place and 
take sixth overall. Lackey collected 
second overall, 


Even more exciting than the return 
of the top three contenders for the 
500cc World Championship was the 
fact that the 1979 season brought with 
it the emergence of other contenders 


for the title. For the first time in at’ 


least 10 years the title bout had 
become a wide open free-for-all battle 
between a number of riders, rather 
than the domain of just one or two, 


At the first race in Austria, Maico’s 
Ivan van den Broeck from Belgium 
won the opening moto; Lackey took 
the second. Brad had set fastest 
practice time earlier with the Uni- 
Trak, indicating it was fully sorted 
out, and during the race had to charge 
his way up from mid-pack starts both 
motos. Collecting the overall win 
though, was England's Graham Noyce 
on the factory RC Honda with two 
second places to give Britain its first 
World Championship event win since 
Dave Nicol won.at Luxembourg on 
BSA some 10 years earlier. 


The second race was the French 
Grand Prix. French KTM rider Jean- 
Jacques Bruno gave the crowd 
something to cheer about as he took 
the first moto over Noyce and Lackey. 
But then Lackey came back to 
dominate the final race and score the 
overall win, putting himself into first 
place in the point standings. DeCoster 
was still riding tenderly, nursing his 
injured shoulder back to strength, 
riding an RN-400-79 works Suzuki 
with a radical new trailing/leading 
link front suspension. Collecting a 
remarkable third overall for the day 
was reigning champion Heikki 
Mikkola as he marked his return to the 
series. 

In Sweden for round three, Brad 
Lackey began to steamroll the 
opposition as he battled Mikkola, 
Noyce and Suzuki's Gerrit Wolsink to 
snatch the first moto win. Then in the 
second moto, as Brad fought to secure 
his second Grand Prix of the season, 
he was forced out with a broken 
frame. Wolsink took the second moto 
over Mikkola and DeCoster, collecting 
the overall win in the process. Despite 
his breakdown, Lackey still held a 





slight lead in the point standings. 

The fourth and final race before 
Carlsbad in the World Championship 
Series, took place in Italy. Mikkola was 
back in form, winning both motos as 
Noyce diced his way into second 
overall. Lackey suffered problems 
again and the best he could do was a 
fourth place in one moto. That also 
cost him the lead in the World 
Championship standings as both 
Noyce and Mikkola moved ahead of 
him. American Chuck Sun was 
recovering from his broken wrist and 
placed in the top 10 for the second 
week in a row. 

Coming into Carlsbad for the Bel- 
Ray 500cc United States Grand Prix, 
there have been four different overall 
winners in the four races held thus far, 
as well as a total of five different moto 
winners. It’s obvious that for the first 
time in this decade, the 500cc World 
Championship MX Series is a wide- 
open game. With eight out of 12 
Grand Prix remaining, every rider will 
be going all out this weekend to win at 
Carlsbad. | 

_ Picking a winner for Carlsbad is 
next to impossible. The perennial 
favorite is Gerrit Wolsink. His Suzuki 
knows its way-around the hard-packed 
hillsides like it was born there, winning 
the United States Grand Prix three 
years in a row. 

Last year Heikki Mikkola won the 
race, and it’s obvious from his double 
moto win two weeks ago in Italy that 
Heikki is back in full form’ from his 
injury. 

Hounding Mikkola every inch of 
the way last year was Brad Lackey. It 
is obvious that Brad is now even faster 
this year and will certainly take 
advantage of the fact he is racing on 
home soil to try and retake his lost 
points lead in the Championship. If 
the Kawasaki stays together, Brad 
won't let himself be beat and vows with 
the support of his fans he will win. 

And finally there is the present 
series leader Graham Noyce, who in 
his third: year with Honda, has picked 
up enough skill to be a Grand Prix 
frontliner. Graham’s ultra-reliable Bill 
Buchka-tuned Honda may just be the 
edge the Englishman needs to take the

win at the bike-breaking Carlsbad 
course. 

One American rider who is not a 
Grand Prix regular should not be left 
out of the picture either. He’s Suzuki's 
Danny LaPorte, winner of the first 
four motos in this year’s AMA 500cc 
National Motocross Championship in 
America. Danny learned every trick 
possible from the world’s greatest 
rider, teammate Roger DeCoster, and 
the similarity in their riding styles is 
astonishing. Danny is running on such 
a hot streak he can’t be left off the list 
of potential winners for Carlsbad. 

Never before has there been a 
tougher battle for the 500cc World 
Motocross Championship, and the 
Bel-Ray 500cc United States Grand 
Prix has all the makings to be the 
hardest fought war in Grand Prix 
history. When the heavy guns pull up 
to the starting gate with thè most 
powerful bikes in motocross this 
Sunday the 10th of June, you won't 
want to be anywhere else but at 
Carlsbad Raceway. e
